TOWNSHIPS OF LAND. 


OWNSHIPS are are the largest sub- 
divisions of land run out by the 
United States Surveyors. In the 
Governmental Surveys Township 
Lines are the first to be run, and a Township 
Corner is established every six miles and 
marked. ‘This is called ‘'Townshipping.” 
After the Tow nship Corners have been care- 
fully located,the Section and Quarter Section 
Corners are established. Each Townshipis | 
six miles square and contains 23,040 acres, 
or 36 square miles, as near as it is possible 
to make them. ‘This, however, is fre- 
quently made impossible bv. (1st) the pres- 
ence of lakes and large streams; /2nd) by 
State boundaries not falling exactly on 
Township Lines; (3rd) by the convergence 
of Meridians or curvature of the earth’s | 
surface ; and (4th) by accurate surveys. 

Each Townsb: ip, unless it is one of the 
exceptional cases referred to, is divided 
into 36 squares, which are called Sections. 
These Sections are intended to be one 
mile, or 320 rods, square and contain 640 
acres of land. Sections are numbered 
consecutively from 1 to 36, us shown on 
Diagram 4, Beginning with Section 1 in 
the Northeast Corner, they run West to 
6, then Hast to 12, then West to 18, and 
80 on, back and forth, until they end with 
Section 36 in the Southeast Corner,

SECT/ONS OF LAND. 


IAGRAM 5 illustrates how a section 
p may he subdivided, although the 
Diagram only gives a few of the 
many subdivisions into which a 
section may be diviced. All Sections 
(except fractional Sections) are supposed to be 320 rods, or one mile, square and therefore 
contain 640 acres—a number easily divisible. Sections are subdivided into fractional parts to suit 
the convenience of the owners of the land. A half-section contains 320 acres; a quarter-section 
contains 160 acres; half of a quarter contains 80 acres, and quarter of a quarter contains 40 acres, 
and so on. Hach piece of land is described according to the portion of the section which it 
embraces—as the Northeast quarter of Section 10; or the Southeast quarter of the Southeast 
uarter of Section 10. Diagram 5 shows how many of these subdivisions are platted, and also 
shows the plan of designating and describing them by initial letters as each parcel of land on the 
Diagram is marked with its cescription. 
As has already been stated, all Sections (except Fractional Sections which are explained else- 
where) are supposed to contain 640 acres, and even though mistakes haye been made in surveying, 
ag is frequently the case, making sections larger or smaller than 640 acres, the Government recog- 
nizes no variation, but sells or grants each regular section as containing 640 acres “‘more or less.” 
The Government Surveyors are not required to subdivide sections by running lines within 
them, but they usually establish Quarter Posts on Section Lines on each side of a section at the 
voints marked A.B, C, and D. ou Diagram 5. After establishing Township corners, Section 
Lines are the next te be run, and section cor 
ners are established. When these are carefully 
located the Quarter Posts are located at pointsas 
nearly equidistant between Section Corners as 
possible. ‘l'hese corners when established by 
Government Surveyors cannot be changed, even 
though it is conclusively shown that mistakes 
have been made which cause some sections or 
quarter sections to be either larger or smaller 
than others, The laws, however, of all the 
States provide certain rules for local surveyors 
to follow in dividing Sections into smaller 
parcels of land than has been outlined in the 
Governmental surveys.

milesfrom the Base Line and Princi- 
pal Meridian. In order to correct 
the surveys and variations caused 
by the difference of latitude and 
straighten the lines, ‘* Correction 
Lines” (or Guide Meridians and 
Standard Paralleis) are established at 
frequent intervals, usually as follows: 
North of the Base Line a Oorrection 
Line is run East and West parallel 
with the Base Line, usually every 
twenty-four miles. South of the 
Base Linea Correction Lineis usually 
established every thirty miles. Both 
Kast and West of the Principal 
Méridian ‘Correction Lines” are 
usually established every 48 miles, 
All Correction Lines are located by 
careful measurement, and the suc- 


ceeding guryeys are based upon 
them.

ONGRESSIONAL SIONAL ‘Townships vary 
considerably as to size and boundaries, 
Mistakes made in surveying and the 
fact that Meridians converge as they 

run North cause every ‘Township to vary 
more or Jess from the 23,040 acres which a 
erfect Township would contain. See 
Diagram 4. In arranging a ‘lownehip into 
Sections all the surplus or deficiency of land 
is given to, or taken from, the North and 
West tiers of Sections. In other words, all 
Sections in the Township are made full— 
640 acres—except those on the North and 
West, which are given all the land that is 
left after forming the other 25 Sections, 

Diagram 4 illustrates how the surplus or 
deficcency is distributed and the Sections it 
eSrects. It will be seen that Sections 1, 2, 
8. 4, 5, 6, 7, 18, 19, 30 and 81, are the 
Fractional Sections,” or the Sections 
which are affected if the Township overruns 
or falls short. Inside of these Fractional 
Sections, all of the surplus or deficiency of 
land (over or under 640 acres) is curried to 
the ** forties” or *‘ eighties” that touch the 
Townehip Line. These pieces of land are 
called ‘*iractional Forties” or ‘* Fractional 
Highties,” as the case may be. Diagrame 4 
an(l 6 show the manner of marking the 
acreage and outlining the boundaries of 
these ** Fractions,” 

Diagram 6 illustrates how the surplus or 
deficiency of land inside of these Sections is 
distributed and which forties” or “eighties” 
it affects, From this arrangement it Will he 


seen that in any Section that touches the North or West Tow nship Lines, the Southeast Quarter may 
be fnll—160 acres—while another qnarter of the same Section may be much larger or smaliar, 
Frequently these fractional “forties” or “eighties” are lotted as shown in Diagram 6, 
always described as fractional tracts of land, as the ‘fractional 8 
those portions of these Sections which are not affected by these variations are described in the usual 
As a rule Townships are narrower at the North than at the 
The Meridians of Longitude (which run North and South) conyergeas they run North 
They begin at the Equator with a definite width between them and

(North of the Equator) to be narrower at its North than at its South side, as stated. See Diagram

CIVIL GOVERNMENT 


WITH A REVIEW OF THE 


Duties and Powers of the Principal Officials Connected 
with the Various Branches of National, State, 
County and Township Government. 


NATIONAL GOVERNMENT 


HE GOVERNMENT of the United States is one of limited 
and specific powers, strictly outlined and defined by a written 
constitution. The constitution was adopted in 1787, and. with 
the amendments that have since been male, it forms the basis 





of the entire fabric of government under which we live. The, 


constitution created three distinct branches of government, each of 
which is entirely separate and distinct from the others They are the 
exeentive, legislative and judicial departments. The constitution spe- 
cthieally vesis the executive power m the President, but all members 
of the cabinet are usually classed with the executive department; the 
legislative power ts held by Congress, and the judicial authority ts 
vested in the Supreme Court and various other courts which Congress 
has provided for in pursuance of the provisions of the constitution. 

It has been the aim of these pages to explain each of these different 
branches of government, and to briefly review the duties and powers 
of the principal officials connected with each department. 

The President and Vice-Presitent are cected by popular vote, but 
the yote of each State is separate, so that a candidate may have a large 
majority of the agerezate popular vote of the country and yet fail to be 
elected. The Presidential election is hell on the first Tuesday after ihe 
rst Monday in November, when Presidential electors are chosen in and 
for the various States, each State having as many electors as it has rep- 
resentatives in both branches of Congress. The clectors are chosen by 
the ballots of the people of their States, and all the electors of a State 
constitute an electoral college. The electors meet in cach State at the 
capital on the first Wednesday in December following a National cicc- 
tion and wote for President and Vice-President, certificates of which 
ure forwerded to the President of the Senate, at Washington, who, on 
the second Wednesday in February opens the certificates and copnis 
the votes in the presence of both Homses of Congress and declares the 
result; and the final step is the mauguration, «hich takes place on the 
&h of March. The law provides that ii neither of the candidates have 
@ majmrity then the House of Representatives shall elect a President 
from the three candidates recetymg the highest electoral vorw tn 
elections of this kind each State is entitled to only one vote, and two- 
thirds of the States form a quercm. 


PRESIDENT QF THE UNITED STATES. 


The President is the highest executive officer of the Unite! State. 
He i= elected for the term of four years, antl receives a salary of 375,00) 
per annem. He mt be thirty-five years old or more, and a native- 
born cities of the Unitod Seates. The Presicddem ts charmed witha aen- 
éral simervision over the fairhful execution of laws passed by Comgrtss, 
and has supervision over all execulive departments of the governtuent 
He appoints a Cabiser of sine officials who become the heals of the 
various departments, and these departuwents are intended fo be managed 
and eanducted as the President hrects.” The President t Goounander- 
in-Chief of the Army and Navy. He bas power to grant pardons amd 
repricyes for all offenses papains: the United States, exoept in casea 0% 
impescihnment; bas power, with the advice and consent of the Senate, 
to make treaties. He nominates, and wih the advise and consent of the 
Senate, appoiats Ambassadors and other public Ministers and Consuls, 
all Jadges of the United States cotirts, and all other executive olficers 
ef the United States, except in such cases where the appointments may 
be rested in-the various “departments.” Wheo the Senate ty not im 
sessing he can appoint, subject to its action when it renssembles. He 
has power, in certain extruordinary occanions, to call together both 
Houses of Congress, or either of them, in extra seesion; and ts re- 
wuired [rom time fo time te cortimunicate with Congress, as to the state 
of the Linion, and offer such sugeestions oF recomnieridations as he may 
deem proper. He is empowered to approve or vet all measures adopt- 
ed by Coogress bot tt is provided that any measure may be passed over 
his veto by a two-thirds yote of Congress. 

The President consults frequently with Ids Cabinet, and nearly all 
important official matters are dueussed by that body. In case the office 
of President tiecames vacant threugh the death, removal or reaguabon 
of the incumbent, the law provides that the office shall in turn be filled 
by the Vice-President, Secretary of State, and other Cabinet Ministers 
in régular order. 

VICE PRESIDENT. 


The Vice-President of the United Suites is elected for the term of 
four years, and receives a salary of $12,000), In case of tte death, 
retuoval. or resienation of the President, the Vice-Prendent sisocerds 
bim. The chief dutw of thé Vice-President is to act us the presuling 
ofécer of the Senate. He has 00 vote in the Senate, except in case of a 
Ge, of an enral division of the members of that body. The Vice 
President administers the oath of office to the Senators 


STATE DEPARTMENT. 


The bead of this department is the Secretary of State, who 1s 
appointed Dy the Presiilent as a member of the Cabinet, and receives a 
salary of $8,000 per year, The law pravides that in case the office ot 
President becomes vacant, through the death removal or resignation of 
hetis tie President and Viee-Presicdent, the Secretary of State assumes 
the duties of the Presidency. The Secretary of State may be said to be 
the oficial Secrvtary of the President, and countersigns all commissions 
ined by the. President. 
| The eerie of State ts the head of the Department of State and 
is the chief diplomatic officer of the United States. In his department

The chiefs of these bureaus receive from $2,100 per year to $2,300 
per year. In addition to these there are connected with the State 
Department the offices of translator, at $2,100 per year; assistant sec- 
retary, $5,000; second assistant secretary, $4,500; third assistant secre- 
tary, $4,500; solicitor, $4,500; chief clerk, $3,000; clerk to Secretary of 
State, $2.500; passport clerk, $1,400. Besides these are the various 
comptrollers, auditors, clerks and assistants, which number well up 
into the thousands. 


TREASURY DEPARTMENT. 


This department was organized in 1789. The head of this depart- 
ment, known as the Secretary of the Treasury, is appointed by the Pres- 
ident, is a member of the Cabinet, and receives a salary of $12,000 per 
annum. The Treasury Department is one of the most important 
branches of the national government, as it has charge of the financial 
affairs of the government, custody of public funds, collection of revenue 
and maintenance of public credit. Among the many important duties 
deyolying upon this department are the following: It attends to the 
collection of all internal revenues and duties on imports, and the pre- 
vention of frauds in these departments. | claims and demands, 
either by the United States or against them, and all the accounts im 
which the United States are interested, either as debtors or creditors, 
must be settled and adjusted in the Treasury Department. This de- 
partment also includes the Bureau of the Mint, in which the govern- 
ment coin and moneys are manufactured. The Treasury Department 
authorizes the organization of national banks and has supervision over 
them; has charge of the coast surveys, the lighthouses, marine hoas- 
pitals, etc. It has charge of all moneys belonging to the United States; 
designates depositories of public monéys, keeps a complete and accurate 
system of accounting, showing the receipts and disbursements of the 
Treasury, and makes reports at stated intervals showing the condition 
of public Gnances, public expenditures and the public debt. oy 

There are a great many important officials connected with the 
Treasury Department, chief among which are the followimg, viz.: 
Private secretary of the head department, at $2,500 per year; three 
assistant secretaries, at $5,000 each; chief clerk, $3,000; chief of ap- 
pointment division, $3,000; chief of warrants division, $3,500; chief of 
public moneys division, $3,000; chief of customs division, $3,000; acting 
chief of revenue marine division, $2,500; chief of stationery division, 
$2,500; chief of loans and currency division, $3,000; chiei of miscella- 
nevus division, $2,500; supervising special arent, $8 per day; govern- 
macnt actuary, $1,800: supervising architect, $4,500; steamboat inspector, 
33,500: chief Burean of Statistics, $5,000; hfe savine service superin- 
tendemt, $4,500: assistant, $2,500; commissioner Bureaus of Navigation, 
$3,620): superintendent United States coast and geodetic survey, 36,000; 
supervisiwe surgeon-general marine hospital service, 4.000); Bureau of 
Exeravmg and Printing, director, $5000: assistant director, $3,500; 
supetinicndent engraving division, $4,500). 

The fareguing will serve to show many of the lines of work af- 
tended to in the Treasury Department, as the names of these offices 
explain the branctr of work they are charged with attending to, There 
are & quinber of Other impectant offices wm the departmenr that shoald 
be spentpomed. aman them heing the following: 

The Solicitor of the Treasury, or chief attorney, who receives 
S40) per year tor. attending to the Icgal osatter= commectedd with the 
Gepartrnentt. 

The Commissioner of Custams, who receives 36,000 per year 
and his d@puty $2,250, tos citaree of all accounts of thé revemie from 
customs and disbursements, and for the bailding and repairing of 
cubtom houses. " 

The Treasurer of tle United States receives $6,000 per year, 
assistant iressurer $3,000, and superintendent of national banks (Red, 
Div.) 33.50). The Treasurer receives aid keeps the government funds, 
either at headqwarters or in the Sub-Treasuries or government depos- 
iforics, paying it ont wpon warrants drawn in accordance with the law, 
and pays all umtercst on the mational debt. 

e Register of the Treasury is paid a salary of $4,000 per year 
and his assistant $2,500. The Register ketps the accounts of public 
expenditures and receipts; receives the returns and makes out the 
oincial statements of United States commerce and navigation: receives 
from first comptroller au! Coimmissioner of Customs ull accounts and 
youchers acted on by them and files the same, 

The Comptroller of the Currency receives $5,000 per year and 
his deputy $3,000. This bureau is charged with a general supervision 
of the national banks and matters connected with the issuing of paper 
money. 

The Director of the Mint reccives $4,500 per annum, and is 
charged with a general supervision over all the comiuge of the govern- 
ment. 

The Comptroller of the Treasury receives 35,500 per year and 
his 2esistant $4500. This turenn bas clharee of the auditing system oi 
the Treasury. With the exception of the postal revenue accounts, the 
compiroller prescribes the forms of keeping and retidering all public 
accounts. 

Auditors. There are six auditors connected with the Treasury 
Department, each of whom receives a salary of $4,000 per year, and is 
nilowed a depity at a salary of $2,300 per pnnum. No one anditor 
takes rank over another. The first auditor receives and adjusts the 
necounts of the revenue and disborsements, appropriations and expen- 
djtures on account of the crvil list and under special acts of Congress, 
reporting the balances to the commissioners of the customs and first 
comptroller respectively for their decision, The second auditor devotes 
most Of his attention to army affairs; looks after all the accounts re- 
lating to the pay, clothing and recruiting of the army; the arsenals, 
armories and ordnance; all accounts relating fb the Indian Department; 
reporting to the second comptroller. The third auditor has all accounts 
for sustenance of the army, military academy, military roads, fortifica- 
tions, quartermusters department, certain pensions, claims arising for 
military service previous to 1817; for all property lost in the military 
service; he reports also to the second comptroller. The fourth auditor 
also reports to the second comptroller, and attends to all accounts af 
the service connected with the nayy. The fifth auditor reports to the 
first comptroller, and adjusts all accounts connected with the diplo- 
matic service of the Department of State. The sixth auditor adjusts 
ali accounts growing from the service of the Post Office Department. 


WAR DEPARTMENT. 


The War Department was organized in August, 1789. The head of 
this department is known as the Secretary of War; is appointed by the 
President, and receives a salary of $12,000 per annum. The War De- 
partment attends to the execution of all laws affecting the Regular 
Army, and carries out and performs such duties as may be provided 
for by law or directed by the President relative to military forces, 
military commissions and the warlike stores of the United States. In 
former years this department also had charge of Indian as well as 
military affairs, but this has been transferred to the Department of 
the Interior. The War Depariment is also required, among other 
duties, to maintain the signal service and provide for taking meieoro- 
logical observations at various points on the continent, and give tele- 
graphic notice of the approach of storms. There is also maintained a 
Civil Engineering Department, through the aid of which is carried out 
such improvements in rivers and harbors as may be authorized by Con- 
gress, The Secretary of War also has supervision over the West Point 
Military Academy. é 

The private clerk for the head of the War Department is paid 
$2,500 per year; assistant secretary, $5,000; chief clerk, $4,000. The 
most of the subordinates and assistants in the War Department, except 
those mentioned, are officers of the Regular Army, who are paid sal- 
aries and perquisites. 
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The Commanding General, next to the Secretary, looks after the 
arrangement of military forces, superintends the recruiting service and 
discipline of the army, orders courts-martial, and mm a general semse is 
charged with seeing to the enforcement of the laws and regulations of 
the army. The Adjutant-General keeps the rolls and the orders issued, 
The Quartermaster-General has charge of the barracks and the sup- 
plies, etc., that may be required for the army. The Commissary- 
General is the head of the Subsistence Department, and has supervision 
over the purchasing and issuing army rations. The Judge Advocate 
General is the head of the department of military justice. The Sur- 
geon General, as the name implies, looks aiter the affairs of the army 
relating to sick, wounded, hospital, ete. The Paymaster-General is the 
disbursing officer for the money required by the department. There is 
also the Ordnance office, controlling ordnance store, arsenals, armories, 
the manufacture of arms, etc. The Topographical office has charge of 
all plats and drawings of all surveys made for military purposes. 
Besides these there are the Inspector-General’s Department and depart- 
ments devoted to war records, publications, etc. 

In this connection it may be of interest to the general reader to 
refer briefly to a few facts concerning the Regular Army. The United 
States is divided for this purpose into a number of military districts. 
The head of each department receiyes his general instructions and 
orders from headquarters. Whe term of service in the Regular Army 
is three years. The pay of private soldiers at the start is $15 per 
month and rations, and this is increased according to time of service. 
The pay of the officers is proportioned to their rank. The pay of 
officers in active service was fixed by an act of Congress’ May 11, 1908, 
as follows: lievitenant-general $11,000 per year; major-general $8,000; 
brigadier-general $6,000; colonels from $4,000 to $5,000; lieutenant- 
colonels from $3,500 to $4,500; majors from $3,000 to $4,000; captains 
from $2,400 to $3,360; first-lieutenants from $2,000 to $2,800; second- 
lientenants from $1,700 mw $2,380. In case any officer below the grade 
of major required to be mounted, provides himself with suitable mounts 
zt his own expense, he receives an addition to his pay of $150 per 
annum if he provides one mount; and $200 per annum if he provides 
two mounts. The pay of retired officers was hxed as follows by the 
act of May 11, 1908: lieutenani-generals $8,250 per annum; major 
generals $6,000; brigadier-generals $4,500; colonels from $3,000 to 
$3,750; lieutenant-colonels from $2,625 to $3,375; majors from $2,250 
to $3,000; captains from $1,800 to $2,520; first Neutenants from $1,500 to 
$2100, and second-lientenants $1.275 to $1.785. 


NAVY DEPARTMENT. x 


The head of this department is the Secretary of the Navy, who is 
appointed by the President, and receives a salary of $12,000 per annum. 
This department is charged with the duty of attending to the construc- 
tion, armament, equipment and employment ef vessels of war, as well 
as all other matters connected with naval affairs, and appropriations 
made therefor by Coneress. The Secretary of the Navy has direct 
control of the United States Naval Academy at Annapolis, Maryland; 
issues orders to the commanders of the various squadrons; has general 
authority over the Manne Corps; and has control of all the several 
bureaus of the Navy Department. 

There are o nuniber of bureaus organized in the Navy Depariment 
for the purpese, of more thoroughly bandime the work, among the 
most important of whech may be mentioned the following: Bureau ot 
Steam Engineering ; Bureau wi Medicine and Sargery: Bureau of Nav- 
ization: Bureaw of Prvistans and Clothing, Bureau of Yards and 
Docks: Borear of Ordsatec: Burean of Eqaipment and Recruiting: 
Bureat of Construction ami Repair, Attached to this department ere 
also officials or bureaus ‘to atiend to the followmeg matters: Marine 
Barracks, Wasltingion, D, C,; Museam of Hygiene; Naval Dispensary; 
Board of Tnspectian and Surver; Navy Supplies and Accounts; Naval 
Observatory; Hydrouraphte Glice; Library and War Records; Naval 
Intelligence: Nautical Almanac, etc. 4 

The admiral of the mavy (line) is paid $13,500 per year; the first 
mine rear-admirals each receive $8,000 per year and the second nime 
$6,000: chiefs of bureaus are paid 36.000 per year; captains 34,000; 
commanders $3,500: lieutenantcommanders £3,000; licutenants. $2,400; 
junior grade lieutenants $2,000; ensigns $1,700; chief-boatswains, gun- 
ners, carpenters, sail makers, $1,700: midshipmen at sea $1,400; mid- 
shipmen at academy $60. In the Matme Corps the major general 
receives S80M) per year: colonels $4,000; lientenant-colonels 33.500; 
majors, $3,000; captains (line) 22400: captams (staff) $2,600: frst 
lieutenants £2,000; sccond-licutenants $1,700. An increase of ten per 
cent is allowed them when on sea duty, or on “shore duty beyond the 
sea.” (Chaplains of the rank of licutenant-commander or higher rank 
receive the pay and allowance of a lieutenant-commander; those ap- 
pointed prior to July 1, 1906, who have the rank of lievienant receive 
S?.800; and others are paid according to their rank in the foregoing 
list. Naval constructors receive from $3,200 to $4.200 per year; assis- 
tant naval constructors $2,000 or the pay of rank according to the fore- 
going table; warrant officers $1,125 to $2,250. Petty officers and chief 
petty officers receive salary ranging from $353 to $77 per month. First 
class seamen receive $26 per month; seamen-gunners $28 per month; 
hremen, first-class, $38: ordinary seamen $21: firemen, second-class. 
$33; shipwrights $27: apprentice seamen $18; coal passers $24. The 
term of enlistment in the Unitéd States Navy is four years, 


POSTOFFICE DEPARTMENT. 


This is one of the most important branches of the National Gov- 
ernment. Its head is the Postmaster-General, who 1s appointed by the 
President, and receives a salary of $12,000 per annum. The Post Office 
Department has supervision over the execution of all laws passed hy 
Congress affecting the postal seryice, and has general supervision over 
everything relating to the gatherimg, carrying and distribution of United 
States mails; superintends the distribution and disposal of all moneys 
belonging to, or appropriated for, the department; and the instruction 
of and supervision over all persons m the postal service, with reference 
to their duties. 

,In providing for handling the general work of the Post Office 
Department it has been found necessary to create four bureaus, er 
offices, aS they are termed, each of which is presided over by an assis- 
tant postmaster-general, who each receive $5,000 per annum; are all 
subject to the direction and supervision of the head of the department. 
A review of these various bureaus and their principal officials, with the 
name of the office, will show very clearly the work handled-by each. 

The first assistant postmaster-general is allowed a chief-clerk at 
$2,500 per year; superintendent of salaries and allowances $4,000; 
superintendent of division appointments $3,000; superintendent of city 
free-delivery service $3,000. 

The second assistant postmaster-general has charge of the follow- 
ing divisions, indicated by the following officials who are under his 
control: superintendent of railway adjustments $3,000 per year; chief 
of division inspection $2,000; chief of division of contracts $2,000; chief 
of division of mail equipment; general superintendent of railway maul 
service $4,000; superintendent of foreign mails $3,000. 

The third assistant postmaster general controls the following di- 
visions: superintendent of money-order divfSion $3,500; superintendent 
of registry system $2.500; superintendent of division of finance $2,250; 
superintendent of division of stamps $2,500; also the post-card agent 
and the stamped-envelope agent at $2,500 each. 

The fourth assistant postmaster-general controls the following di- 
visions: Superintendent rural free delivery service $3,000; superintend- 
ent of post office supplies $2,500; superintendent of dead-letier office 
2,750; topographer $2,750. 

Besides the various chiefs of divisions mentioned above there are 
connected with the Post Office Department a law clerk, at $2,500 per 
year; appointment clerk, at $2,000; assistant attorney-general, $5,000; 
a disbursing clerk, $2,250; also the auuitor of the post office depart- 
ment, at $4,000.

DEPARTMENT OF THE INTERIOR, 


The Interior Department is under the immediate control af the Sec- 
retary of the Interiur. He is appointed by the President, and receives 
a salary of $12,000 per year. In this department, aS the name imples, is 
conducted most of the public business relating to domestic or interna! 
affairs, and, like most of the other executive departments, it 1s divided 
‘nto a number of subdivisions and branches. The Secretary ot the 
Interior is charged with a general supervision over public business 
eonnected with the following branches, viz: Ist. The census of the 
United States. 2d, All matters connected withepublic lands. 3d. Every- 
thing relating to the Indians or Indian affairs. 4th. All matters. con- 
cerning pensions or bounty lands. 5th. The issuance and filing of 
patents and caveats, 6th, The custody and distribtition of publications. 
7th. The compilation of statistics relating to educational matters in the 
various States, He also has oversight over several of the Govern- 
ment’s charitable and benevolent institutions, Por the purpose of 
handling properly the business connected with most of the subjects 
mentioned, there are bureaus organized for the purpose. | 

The salaries paid to the principal officials connected with the In- 
terior Department are as folows: First assistant secretary of the 
interior, $5,000 per year; assistant secretary, $4,500; chief clerk, $3,000 > 
assistant attorney-geveral (Dept, of Interior), $5,000; commissioner of 
the General Land Office, $5,000; commissioner of Indian affairs, $9,000 ; 
superintendent of Indian schools, $3,000; commissioner of the Pension 
Office, $5,000; medical referee, $3,000; commissioner of the Patent 
Office, $5,000; commissioner of the Education Office, $4,500 ; director 
of geological surveys, $6,000; director Reclamation Service, $7,500. 





DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE. 


This department was formerly connected with the Interior Depart- 
ment, but in I889 jf was reorganized and made independent, and the 
Secretary of Agriculture was made a member of the Cabinet. The 
head of this department js appointed by the President, and receives a 
salary Of $12,000 per annum. ; : 

The general duty and design of the Department of Agriculture 1s 
to acquire and diffuse among the people of the United States useful 
information on subjects connected with agriculture in the most general 
and comprehensive sense of that word, and to procure, propagate and 
distribute among the people new and valuable seeds and plants, 

The following is a list of the chief officials connected with the 
Department of Agriculture and their salaries, and the list will also 
serve to indicate the various lines of work handled by and the vanous 
duties which devolve upon the department, viz.: Assistant secretary 
of agriculture receives $5,000 per annum; chief of Weather Bureau,, 
$6,000; chief of Bureau of Animal Industry, $5,000; statistician, $3,500; 
chemist, $5,000; entomologist, $4,000; botamist, $3,240; chief of forestry 
division, $5,000; pomologist, $3,000; plant pathologist and physiologist, 
$3,500; director of the office of experiment stations, $4,000; chief of 
division of accounts and disbursements, $3,250; editor, $3,000; agri- 
culturist, $3,500; director of public roads, $3,000; statistical scientist 1n 
charge of investigations of production and distribution, $3,000; chief 
of biological survey, $3,000; chief of bureau of sails, $3,500; chief of 
bureau of plant industry in charge of seed distribution, $5,000, 


DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE. 


The head of the Department of Justice is the Attorney-General, 
who is appointed by the President, and receives a salary of $12,000 per 
annum, The principal assistant of the Attorney-General 1s the Sohci- 
tor-General, who receives $7,500 per year. There are a number of 
assistant attorney-generals who receive $5,000 per annum, and a special 
assistant aitorney-general is appointed for neatly all of the yarsous 
departments, including the Treasury, State, Post Office and Insfertor 
Departments, Besides these there are a number of special officials con- 
nected with the Department of Justice, stich as attorney i charge of 
titles, $2,700: chief clerk and superintendent of boildings, S500) ap- 
nointment clerk, $2,000; attorney in charge of jnedons, 2750; solreilor 
internal revenue, $4,300; superintendent of preseve and petsoners, 3 
(00. chief examiner, $2,750; chief ef dxvsion of acceunes, SIN): dis- 
bursing clerk, $2,750; solicitor for department of Grmverce ane labor, 
$5,000, 

The Attorney-General is the legal adviser ot the President, and st 
ig the duty of the Department of Justice to give all opimions ana 
render all services requiring the skill of persons learned an the law 
necessaty to enalle the President arid other officers of the yarious 
Government departments to discharge their respettive duties. This 
department is also required to prosecute or defetd all suits or proced- 
ings in which the United States ts interested. The Attorney-General 
has general supervision over all the solicitors for the various depart- 
ents: and also exercises general superintendence and direction over 
all United States marshals and United States district attorneys of all 
the districts of the United States and Territories. 


DEPARTMENT OF COMMERCE AND LABOR. 


The Department of Cotnmerce and Labor was established in Feb- 
ruary, 1903, The general design of this department is to collect, assort 
and systematize statistical details relating to the different branches of 
labor and commerce in the United States. The head of this depart- 
ment, known as the Secretary of Commerce and Labor, is appointed 
hy the President, is a member of the Cabinet and receives a salary of 
#1200) per annum. The following are the principal officials under his 
control together with the salary paid: The commissioner of the bureau 
of manufacturers, $4,000 per year; commissioner of the bureau, of cor- 
norations, $5,000; commissioner of the bureau of labor, $5,000; director 
of bureau of the census, $7,000; superintendent of the coast and geo- 
detic survey, $6,000; chief of bureau of statistics, 54,000; stipervising 
inspector-gerieral of steamboat inspection service, $4,000; commissioner 
of bureau of fisheries, $6,000; commissioner of bureau of navigation, 
$4,000; comtmissioner-general of bureau of immigration and naturaliza- 
tion at $5,000; director of bureau of standards, $5,000, 


INDEPENDENT DEPARTMENTS, 


There are several independent departments, which, although none 
of them are as important as the foregoing, and their heads are not 
Cabinet members, yet they form a very necessary part and attend to 
very important branches of the National Government, 

Government Printing Office. The head of this branch of public 
work is the Public Printer, who is appointed by the President, and 
receives a salary of $5,500 per year. His chief clerk is paid $2400 per 
year, and there is a foreman of printing and a foreman of binding, 
each of whom receive $2,100 per annum. 

Civil Service Commission, This commission consists of three 
commissioners, each of whom are paid $4,500 per year. The chief 
examiner connected with the commission is paid $3,000 per annum, 
and the secretary $2,500, 

Interstate Commerce Commission. This commission was cre- 
for the purpose, and charged with the duty, of secing that the laws 
regulating interstate commerce were faithfully executed and observed, 
arid to prevent unjust discrimination on the part of railway corpora- 
tions and common carriers. The commission consists of seven com- 
missioners appointed from different sections of the United States, each 
of whom receives a salary of $10,000 per year, The secretary of the 
cominission receives a salary of $5,000 per annum, 


JUDICIARY, 


The judicial powers of the United States are vested in the follow- 
ing named courts, viz.: The United States Supreme Court, consisting 
of one chief justice and eight associate justices; the United States 
Court af Claims, which consists of one chief justice and four judges; 
the United States Circuit Court of Appeals: and the United States Circuit 
and District Courts. All judges of United States. Courts are appointed for 


life, or during “good behavior.” The chief justice of the United 
States Supreme Court receives a salary of $13,000 per auitium, and 
(the associate justices $12,000 each, The circuit julges vcetive a sil 
ary of $7000 each per annum, district judges, ROUU0, and Court of 
Claims, judges: receive $6,000, and chief justice “6500 per year, 

The jurisdiction of the United States Courts exterids to all cases 
in law and in equity arising under the Consutution, the Jaws of the 
United States, and treaties; to all cases affecting arbassadors, other 
public ministers and consuls; to all cases of admiralty and maritime 
jurisdiction; to controversies to which the United States shall be a 
party; to controversies between two or more States; between it State 
and a citizen of another State; between citizens of (different slates; 
between citizens of the same State claiming Jands under grants of 
different States. In all cases affecting ambassadors, other public mun- 
isters and consis, and those in which a State 1s a party the Supreme 
Court has original jurisdiction. In the other cases the Supreme 
Court has appellate jurisdiction, 


LEGISLATIVE DEPARTMENT. 
The legislative powers of the United States are vested in a Con- 


gress, which consists of a Senate and House of Representatives, and 


which meets annually at Washington on the first Monday of December, 
The constitution gives to Congress the following general powers: To 
lay and collect taxes, duties, imposts and excises; pay the debts of 
the United’ States; borrow money on the credit of the United States, 
to regulate commerce; to establish uniform laws on naturalization and 
bankruptcy; to coin money and regulate the value thereof; fix the 
standard of weights and measures; to declare war; to ruise and sup- 
port armies (but it is provided that no appropriation for this purpose 
ean be for a longer period than two years); to provide and matin 
a navy; to grant letters of marque and reprisal, anc take rules con- 
cerning captures on land and waters to make rules for the government 
and regulation of the land and naval forces; to establish postoffices and 
postroadss to promote the progress of science ani the tiseful arts by se- 
curing for limited times, to authors and imventors, thé exclusive right 
to their respective writings and discoveries; to constitute tribunals 
inferior to the Supreme Court; to define and punish piracies and 
felonies committed on the high seas and offense against the law of 
nations; to exercise exclusive legislation over the District of Columbia 
and places purchased for forts, magazines, arsenals, etc.; and further 
to make all laws necessary for the general welfare of the United 
States, and for “carrying into execution the foregoing powers, and 
all other powers. vested by the Constitution in the Government of the 
United States, or in any department or officer thereof,” The Cor- 
stitution expressly forbids Congress making apy law respecting the 
establishment of religion, or prohibiting the free exercise thereot, of 
abridging the freedom of speech, or of the press, or the right of the 
people peaceably to assemble, and to petition the Government for a re- 
dress of grievances, Congress cannot suspend the privilege of the 
writ of habeas corpus except in cases. of rebellion or imyasion when 
the public safety may reguire it. No hill of attainder or ex post facto 
law can be passed. No tax or duty can be laid on articles exported 
from any State. No preference can be given by any regulation of 
commerce or revenue to the ports of one State over those of another, 
No title of nobility can be granted Every law passed by Congress 
must be submitted to the President for his approyal Tf be returns 
it with his objections, or vetoes it, the measure may be passed over 
his veto by a two-thirds vole of both branches of Congress. 

The Senate, or the “Upper House of Congress,” is composed of 
two Senators from each State in the Union, They are clected by 
the Legislatures of their respective States, for a term of six years, 
and receive a salary of $7,500 per annum, No person can be elected 
to the United States Senate who has not attained the age of thirty 
years, been mine years a citizens of the United States, and te when 
elected an inhabitant of the State from which he is chosen The Sen- 
ate lias sole power to try all nmpencilments, Its comsent and confirm- 
ation ts naceseary fur all Gnperant officers appointed by the President. 
Its consént is also moecescary to conclude anny treaty, 

The Hoose uf Reoresentatives i= (he "Lower Mouse of Congress.” 
Each Strate in the Urtion is divided into congressional districts, of 
gs nearly equal population as is practicable Jw cach district a rep- 
resentative is dlected bw the people for & term Of two years, and each 
15 aid a salary of 37 S00 per year. Besides these, a delegate Irom 
each orwanized Territory t& admeted to the Mouse of Representatives, 
who is mot entitled ts a vote, but has the right to debate on all sub- 
jects in which the Territory which be represent® has an interest. No 
person can be a representanve who tras not wttamed the age ut twenty: 
hive years, heen for seven years a dozen df the United States, ani is 
at the time of bis election an inhabitant of the State from which he 
is chosen. All bills for raising revenne must originale in the Honse of 
Representatives. 





STATE GOVERNMENT 


HE method of State governnient throughout the United States 

follows very closely the general plan of government that pre- 

vails in national affairs, The varions functions of government 

in State affairs are handled in departments, with a State officer 

at the head of each branch, and the lines are clearly drawn 
between the executive, leyislative and judicial powers. All the States 
are governed under a constitution, which outlines and defines the powers 
which each of these departments shall exercise and possess, All of 
the most important State offitials are clected by the people, but in 
many of the States the less important offices are filled by appointment 
of the Governor, by and with the consent of the State Senate, 


GOVERNOR. 


The Goyernor is the highest executive officer in all the States of 
the Union, and is elected by a direct vote of the people. The term 
of office varies materially in the different States, ranging from two to 
six years, As to the matter of salary that the Governor receives it 
also differs widely throughout the different States and is subject Lo 
frequent change. At the present writing three States—New York 
Pennsylvania and New Jersey pay their Governors $10,000 per year} 
Illinois $12,000; California $6,000; Minnesota, Indiana, Alabama, Col- 
orado, Louisiana, Missouri, Montana, Virginia and Wisconsin all pay 
$5,000 per year; Kentucky $6,500; Massachusetts and Ohio $8,000; Ne- 
yada, Connecticut, Michigan, Tennessee, Texas and Washington, $4.- 
000; Maryland and Oldahoma $4,500; Mississippi, Arkansas Florida 
and South Carolina $3,500; Towa, Georgia, Idaho, Kansas, North Car- 
olina, North Dakota and Rhode Island $3,000; West Virginia $2,700; 
South Dakota, Nebraska and Wyoming $2,500; Delaware, Maine, New 
Hampshire and Utah $2,000; and Oregon and Vermont’ $1,500, 

_ About the only statement concerning the qualifications required for 
this office that would he common to all the States is that he must be 
a citizen of the Sfate in which he is elected, Tn most of the States 
in addition to the salary named, the Governor is furnished with a 
residence, which is aie as the “Executive Mansion.” 

The powers and duties that deyolve upon the Go 
the satne in all of the States, He is charaea with a yenaral Boerne 
over the fuithful execution of the laws, and ts the legal custodian af 


all the property of the State not specificially entrusted 1o other officers 


by law, and is authorized io take siimmary possession of such propert 

He is expected to cominunicate by message to each session of the 
State legislature such information or recommendations regarding 
State affairs as he may decm necessary and proper, and he. 4s one 
powered to call extra sessions of that body whenever the public welfare 
may demand. He accounts to the same body for all moneys received 
and paid out, and presents estimates of amounts to be raised by tax- 
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ulion for various plirposes. He has a negative (or veto) pon all 
laws passed by te Legislature, but it is provided that Been supe one 
he passed over bin velo ky at two-thirds vate of that body. The: JOY 
enor is commatider-jn-chiv) af the ‘State military or naval forces, and 
has authority w call ont such forces 10 preserve peace aid execute 
the laws when the local authorities ae gnavle jo accomplish this, THe 
niay require the opinion of the yartous State officers upon ary Bilt 
‘ect ¢élating to them respective offices, anid examines and approyes the 
houds of State officials, In many States the Governor has power to 
grant reprieves atid pardons, after convichan, for all offenses agaist 
the State except in cases of impeachment; but in a few of the States 
the pardoning power 1s vested in a board selected for that purpose, 
af which the Governor is generally exeolficio member, The Goveriior 
has the appointment of a number of State officers, and in mitily Case 
iz an elective office hecomes vacant he has the power to fi) it by ape 
pointment; has power i many States to suspend a State offectr, or even 
a county officer, pending a legal investigation. The Governor issiits 
requisitions upon the executives: af other States for parties charges 
with crime who escape to ofher Slates, and he has power (o issue ware 
rants for feeing criminals upon requisition of other Governors. 


LIEUTENANT-GOVERNOR, 


The office of Lieutenant-Goyernor doew not exist in all of the 
States in the Union, at least not under this name, as i) a few of the 
States (his officer is only known a’ the President of the State Senate, 
Tn some of the States the Lientenant-Governor 15. paid a certail) amount 
per day daring sessions of the Legislature or General Assembly, and 
in others he is allowed a fixed salary, but it 1 provided that if tye 
duties of Governor should deyolve upon him, he shall duritig the core 
tinuatiee of such emergency be entitled to the emoluments thereof, Tie 
principal duty of the Lieutenant Governor is to act as the presi 
officer of the State Senate or Upper Elouse of the state Legislature, 1) 
case w vacancy should oceur in the office of Governor, the Lieutenant 
Gavernor would act as Governor until such vacancy was filled by elec 
tion: and in all cages where the Lieutenant-Governor is unable to act 
as presiding officer of the Senate, a President pro tempore is chosen 
hy that body. The Lientenant-Governor has no vote mm the Senate éx- 
cept in cases Of a tie or equal division ef the members, 


SECRETARY OF STATE, 


The office of Scoretary of State is one of the most importarit Wff.ces 
within the gift of the people of a State, and the office exists under 
this name in every State in the Union. The Secretary of State nmy be 
said to be the official secretary of the Governor, and countersigns all 
commissions issued by the chief executive, and he is the custodtan of 
the Great Seal of the Stare. As a rule it is the duty of the Secretary 
of State to call the House of Representatives to order and preside un- 
til w temporary presiding officer, or Speaker, is elected. It 1s his duty 
ro see that the halls are prepared for the Legislature or General As- 
sembly; he prepares the lewislative manual and causes it to he printed 
and distributed > secures the primting and distribution of the State laws; 
indexes and files executive documents; provides and distribates clection 
blanks: Las charge of all books, tills, papers, etc. of the Legislature, 
snl 42 practically “keeper of all public acts, laws, records, bands, etc” 
The Secretary of State is required to keep a register of all the offi- 
cial acts ol the Governor, and affixes the Seal of the State to all oth- 
eal commissons, etc, keeps a record of them, and is obliged to give 
any person a Copy of the same when demanded, In all of the States 
the Secretary of State is ca offvio member of a number of the Srate 
hoards, but vo list of these could be given that would apply to all 
States. as (hep are different in the various States, 


STATE AUDITOR. 


The office of Auditor uf State exisis under one nameé or another in 
nearly every State it the Union, . The title of this office, however, 1s 
uot alike in all the States, as many of them, notably Californiz, Cor- 
weoticnt, Morida, Geirgta, Maryland, Nevada, New Jersey, New York, 
Seoath Carelina, Tuiiiessee, Texas, and a few others, it is known as 
State Comprrofler, Ton a few of the States, including Michigan and 
Pennsylvania, the office ts called Auditor-General, and in two of the 
States the public accounts are audited by a Board of Anditors. fy all 
the Siares, however, the vWuties that deyolye upon this branch of the 
Stare Government are practically the same, and a general explanation of 
the scope of Work handled by the State Auditor m one State will 
apply, except as regards minor details, to all of the States. It is the 
dary of tbe Stare Auditor to keep the accounts of the State with any 
olber Staté of Territory, and with the United States and all public oth- 
cers, corporations and mdivittuals haying accounts with this State. He 
auclits the accounts of all poblic officers who are to be paid qut of the 
State Treasury, and all persons who are aiithorized to receive money 
oot of the State Treasury. In fact, all claims agamst the State whiell 
are re be paid wut of the Stare Treasury must be presented to the Aud- 
itor, Who, after the same is adjusted, issies warrants therefor payalle at 
the Treasury, -\ complete record of ench warrant is kept ‘by the 
Auditor, who also keeps ain account with the State Treasurer, charging 
him with all moneys paid inte the Treasury, and giving credit for all 
Warrants panl, and the hooks and vouchers of the Treasury must bal- 
ance therewith, as setienvents ore made between these two oiicers at 
stated intervals. In a number of the States the Auditor ts charged with 
a general supervision over certain corporations, such as insurance and 
banking corporations and building and Joan associations, and in some 
States is éx-oficio a member of a number of State boards. He gen- 
erally has authority to make and execute satisfactions of judgments 
and assignments thereof in behalf of the State. 


STATE TREASURER. 


Thits. is one of the most important exceutive offices in the gift of 
the people of a State, The State Treasurer handles yast sins of the 
ReDns s moncy, and as a rule a very heavy bond. ranging from $500, 
100 up into the millions, is required of him; and generally whe Guv- 
ernor is empowered to demand additional bonds if he deems the bord 
insufficient to fully protect the Stite. . 

_ The duties of the State Treasurer are implied by the title of the 
office, and they are very much the same throughout all of the States. 
of the Union. The State Treasurer is custodian of wll the State 
funds. He deposits these funds in banks, which give bonds to sucure 
the Treasurer or State against loss, and which pay interest on daily 
balances. The Treasurer pays out State funds only on warrants is- 
sued or signed by the State Anditor, or other proper official, aud a 
full record of all warrants is kept in both the auditing office anc 
Treasurer's office. The ~ tan by which the Treasurer receives the rev 
enues of the State is diferent in different States. in some States (he 
Auditor issues an order for him to receive the same and charres the 
amoune against the Treasurer. In others he is charged with all muut- 
eys which he is entitled to receive, and then given credit for delinguen- 
cies, In still other States the Treasurer issues duplicate receipts for 
all moneys paid in, which must be countersigned by the Auditor to be 
valid, and one of these must be deposited with the Auditor, «o he 
may charge the amount against the Treasurer, In this Way a: donble 
system is carried on—both Auditor and Treasurer keeping a full se 
count of all moneys receiyed and paid out, and their books and ac- 
counts must balanee, as at stated intervals the Treastrer must make 
settlements with the Auditor and submit books, vouchers, cte., to (he 
Legislature, In most of the States the State Treasurer is requires 
to publish at stated times, in the newspapers at the capital an itemize! 
statement of the public accounts, expenditures, funds, receipts and 
disbursements. He is also required to make a complete report pnil 
itemized statement to each session af the Legislature, In nearly all 
Me the States the law is very explicit in outlining the duties of the 
ates Treasurer, the following being very common provisious in relation 
s the office, viz. : That a complete record of all moneys must he kent, 
ORE what 18 received or paid out of the various “funds,” which 

unds” must be exhibited in separate accounts. Tu several of (he 
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States the Governor and one or two other State officials constitute a 
board, which must at certain times examine and check up the accounts, 


hooks and vouchers of the State Treasurer and ascertain the amount 
of funds in the Treasury. 


ATTORNEY-GENERAL. 


The Attorney-General, as the name implies, is the general legal 
counsel or lawyer for the various branches of the State government. 
In all of the States the powers and duties of the Attorney-General 
are yery similar, Jt is his duty to appear for the State in all actions 
and proceedings in the Supreme Court in which the State has an in- 
terest; fo imstitite and prosecute in all courts all actions, either for 
Or against a State officer, in which the State has an interest; to con- 
sult with and advise the Various county or state's attorneys in muat- 
ters relating to their official duties, and when public interest requires 
he assists them in criminal prosecutions. It is his duty to consult with 
and advise the Governor and other State officers, and give, when re- 
quested, written opmions on legal or constitutional questions relating 
to their official duties, and to give written opinions when requested’ by 
the Legislature or any committee thereof. It is also his duty to pre- 
pare, When necessary, drafts for contracts or other writings relating to 
subjects in whic the Srate is interested. He is required to enforce the 
proper application of funds appropriated to the Various State imstitn- 
tions, and prosecute breaches of trust in the administration of the 
same; and when tieeessary fo prosecute corporations for failure or re- 
fusal to comply with the laws; to prosecute official botids of delin- 
quent officers or corporations in which the State has an interest, The 
Attorney-General is required to keep a record of all actions, com- 
plaints, opinions, ete. 


STATE SUPERINTENDENT OR SUPERINTENDENT OF 
PUBLIC INSTRUCTION. 


This is an office which exists In nearly every State in the Union, 
In three or four of the States the management of the educational in- 
terests of the State is vested in a State Board of Education, but in these 
cases the secretary of the board assumes moést of the detail work that 
int most of the States devolve upon the State Superintendent. The 
full title given to this office is mot the same in all of the States, but it 
is generally called “State Superimtendent of Public Instruction or Pub- 
lic Schools.” In Ohio, Matne and Rhode Island, and a few otliers, 
this officer is termed “Commissjoner 6f Schools.” 

The duties of the State Superintendent aré very much alike in all 
of the States, as he is charged with a general supervision oyer the 
ettucational interests of the State and of the puliic schools. In many 
States his authority is not Hnrited to the public schools, and he his 
authorized by Jaw to demand fell reports from all colleges, academies 
or private sehiools. Is is his duty to seemre at reeular intervals re- 
ports from all such edocational mistitutions and file all papers, reports 
and documents transmitted to him by local or conmnty school offers 
He is the genéral adviser and assistant of the various county saper- 
inteniients or school wiicers, te whom le iWMust give, when requested 
his written opinion vpan quesGor: rising under the schoo) Jaw. It is 
also his duty to Bear and determine controversies arssing wider the 
school laws comming to him ty appeal from 4a county superintendent 
or school official, He prepares anit ilistritutes school recisters, school 
blanks, etc, and is generally given the power to make such rules and 
regulations a5 aré necessary to carry into efficient and uniform efect 
the provisions of the laws relating to schools The State Sipeérin- 
tendent ts require to make a detailed report to each regular session 
of the State Legislature, showing an alstract of the common school re- 
ports; a statement of the condition of public schools and State educa- 
tiunal institutions; the amount of money collected! and expended, and 
all Other matters relating to the schools or schoo) funds thar have 
been reported to him, He is forbidden from becoming miterested in 
the sale of any schoo) furriture, book or apparatus. 


STATE LIBRARIAN. 


In oearty all of the States the laws provide for a State officers un- 
der the title of “State Librarian.” As a rule the office is filled by ap- 
potntment of the Goyernor, although in a few States it i* an clect- 
ive offee and is filled by direct vote of the people. The State Librar- 
fan is the custodian of all the books and property belonging cto the 
State Library, and js required to give a bond for thé proper discharseé 
of his dutics and safekeeping of the property intrusted to Ins care, 
at in many of the States the State Library is an immensely import- 
ant and valuable collection, In sume of the States the Supreme 
Court judges prescrile all library rules and regulations, In others 
they haye a Library Board of Trustees, which Is sometumes made up 
of the Governor and certain other Store officials, who colstituie a 
hoard of commissioners for the management of the State Library. 


ADJUTANT-GENERAL. 


in nearly all of the States provision is made for an Adjutant- 
General, who is either elected by the people or appointed by the Gov- 
ernor. The namie of the office implics the iwanch of wor which is 
handled by its incumbent. It is the duty of the Adjutant-General 
to assue and transmit all orders of the Commander-in-Chief with 
reference to the militia or military organizations of the State. He 
Keen a record of all military officers commissioned by the Governor, 
and of all general and spectal orders and regulations issued, and of 
other matters relating to the men, property, ordinailee, stores, cirmp 


and garrison equipage pertaining Lo the State militia or military forces. 
PUBLIC EXAMINER OR BANK EXAMINER. 


Thic is a State office that ig found in only about one-halt of the 
States. In dome States it is known as Bank Comptroller and i) 
others the duties which deyolve upon this officer are handled by a 
“department” in the Stare Auditors ofhce, The general duties “and 
plan of conducting this work, in many respects, 1 very similar, but 
there is a great difference between the varions states 10 the officers 
who attend to it. Where this made a separate State office, ener- 
ally speaking, the requirements are that he must be a skilled acoount- 
ant and expert buokkeeper, and cannot be an officer of any of the 
public institutions, nor interested im aly oF the financial corporilions 
which it may be his duty to examine, He 4 charged with the duty 
of \isiting and inspecting the hnancial accounts and standing of cer- 
tain corporations and itistitutions organized under the State laws, In 
severnl of the States it is made his doty to yisit certam county olfi- 
cialé at stated intervals, and inspect their books and accounts, avd en- 
force a2 uniform system of bookkeeping by State and county officers. 


COMMISSIONER OR SUPERINTENDENT OF INSURANCE. 


In all of the States of the Union the department relating? 10 ite 
surance has grown lo be an important branch of State government, 
The method “of controlling the insurance business differs materially 
in many of the States, although they are all gradually moving in the 
same direction, viz, creating a depavtment or State office in which 
all matters relating to insurance and insurance compames are attended 
to, In former years, in nearly all of the States, the insurance business 
formed a department in the State Auditor's office, and was handled 

him or his appointees. Noy, bowever, im nearly all the Northern 


Crates and many of the Southern States, they have a separate and cise 


finct insurance department, the head of which is either elected by the 
people or appointed hy the Governor. The duties and powers of the 
insurance department of the various States are very similiar, A gen= 
eral provision is that the head of this department must be experienced 
in insurance matters, and he is prohibited from holding an interest in 
any insurance company, The Commissioner or Superintendent of In- 
surance hus extensive powers concerning msurance matters, and its his 
duty to see that all laws respecting and regulating insurance and insur 
ance companies, are faithfully olserved; he issues licenses tO insur- 


ance companics, and it is his duty to revoke the license of any company 
not conforming to law. Reports are made to him at stated times by 
the various companies, and he has power to examine fully into their 
condition, assets, etc, He files in his office the various documents re- 
lating 10 insurance companies, together with their statements, etc., and 
at regular intervals makes full reports to the Governor or Legislature. 


COMMISSIONER OF LABOR STATISTICS, 


In several of the States a “Commissioner of Labor Statistics” is 
appointed by the Governor, who is the head of what may be termed 
the labor bureau. In a great majority of the States, however, this 
branch of work is taken care of by a board of labor commissioners, 
a bureau of statistics or by the State Auditor and his appointees, The 
gensral design of this bureau or commission is to collect, assort and 
systematize, and present in regular reports to the Legislature, statistical 
dletails relating to the different departments of labor in the State, and 
make such recommendations as may be deemed proper and necessary 
concerning the commercial, industrial, social, educational and san- 
itary conditions of the laboring classes, 


OTHER STATE OFFICERS. 


_In_all of the States there exist ona or more other State officers 
in addition to those already mentioned, which are made necessary by 
local condition or local business interests. It is, therefore, unneces- 
sary to mention any of these at length in this article, It may be 
stated, however, that tn all of the States may be found two or more of 
she following State officers, and further, that each one of the foilow- 
ing named officers is found in some State in the Union, viz,: Super- 
iutendent or commissioner of agriculture, commissioner of munes 
secretary of agricultural board, secretary of internal affairs, clerk and 
reporter of the Supreme Court, commissioner of railways, commissioner 
of immigration, State printer, State binder, land agent or commissioner, 
commissioner, register or superintendent of State land office, register of 
lands, commissioner of schools and lands, surveyor-general, inspector- 
general, State oil inspector-general, State oi] inspector, dairy commis- 
sioner, 


STATE BOARDS. 


Besides the officers and departments which have already been 
mentiolied, there are a number of State boards or bureaus that are 
necessary in carrying on the complex business connected with the 
government of a State. The following list of such State bourds and 
bureaus includes all that can be found in the majority of the States; 
some of them, however, are only found in a few of the States, because 
they are of a loca) nature and are only made necessary hy the exist- 
ence of certain local conditions or lmsiness interests. Te will also te 
obseryed that some of (he héourds nanied cover the same line of work 
that has already been mentioned as bélonging to some State officer, This 
grows foom the fact that a few of the States place the management of 
certain lines Of work in the hands of a State board, while in others, 
instead’ of having 2 State board they delegate the powers and dutics to 
a Single State Official, All wf the Stites. however, have a number of 
the State boards mentioned in this list, the namés of which imply the 
line of work cach attends to, yiz.- Railroad and warehoilse commts- 
signers, board of equalization, Wuard or commission of agriculture, uni- 
versity triatees, board Or commuissiouers of public charines, canal com- 
missioners, penitentiary cortiriissiondrs, board of health, derical exam- 
tnurcs, trustees of historical Whrary, beard of phariacy, comnissal 
Of claims, live et6ck commissiuners. fish commissioners, inspeetors ot 
ool mines, labor commissioners, hoind of «ducation, board of public 
woeks, board of pardons assessment commissioner. 


f 
LEGISLATURE OR GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 


The law-making power of evtry Stale ts termed the “Legislatve 
Department.” The legislative power, according to the constitntions of 
the various States, fs vested in a body termed the Legislature or Gen- 
eral Assembly witch consists of an Upper and Lower Hose, designated 
usually as the Senste and Honase ef Representatives, In a few of the 
States the Lower Honte is called “The Assembly.” Ib most of the 
States the Lepisliture meets in regular session every two years, but 
this is not the universal role, asin a few of the States the law provides 
for annual sessions. In all of the States, however, a provision is made 
whereby the Governor may, on extraordinary occasions, call special 
session Ty issuing a proclamation, 

The Legislative Department has the power to pass all such Inws as 
may lie necessary for the welfare of the State, and carry into effect the 
provisions of the constitution. The Legislature receives the reports 
of the Governor, together with the reports of the various other State 
Officers! they provide by appropriation for the ordinary and contingent 
expenses of the government; at rewular times provided by law they 
apportion the State into political districts, and make all other provistons 
for carrying on the State government. There is 4 general prohibition 
against the pussage of any ex post facto law, or law impairing the obh- 
gation of contracts, or making any irrevocable grant of special privileges 
or immunities, Any méasure ta become a law must he passed by both 
branches of the Legislature, and then be presented to the Governor for 
his appraval Tf he withholds his approval (or yetoes it), the measure 
may be repassed by n tyosthirds vote of the Legislature, when it will 
become a law notwithstanding the Governor's veto. 


SENATE. 


The Senate is the Upper House of the Legislature or General 
Assembly. The various States are divided into senatorial districts, 1 
each of which a Senator is elected—the term of office varying from two 
to four years, Except in three or four of the States the presiding 
atficer of the Senate 18 the Liewtenamt-Governor, although a President 
fro fem. is usually elected, who acts as presiding officer during the 
ahsence of the Lientenant-Governor. The presiding officer has no vote, 
however, in the Senate, except when that body is equally divided. Every 
Senator has ene vote upon all questions, and the right to be heard in 
advocating or opposing the passage of any measure brought before the 
Legislature. Tn filling all of the most important State offices that are 
to be appointed by the Governor, the appointments must be approved or 
confirmed by the Senate. 


HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES. 


‘he Lower House of the State Legislature, in nearly if not quite all 
the States of the Union, is termed the House of Representatives. Like 
the Senators, every member of the Motise has the right to be heard in 
advocating or opposing any measure brought before the body of which 
he is a member, The Mouse is given the sole power of impeachment, 
hut all impeachments must be tried by the Senate. As a general rule, 
there is a provision that all bills for raising revenue must originate in 
the House, " 


JUDICIARY, 


The “Judicial Department” 1s justly rewarded as one of the most 
important and powerful branches of government of either the State or 
Nation, a5 it becomes the duty of this department to pass upon and 
interpret, and thereby either annul or give validity to all the most 
important measures and acts of both the legislative and executive 
branches of the government. 

Tt is impossible in a general article to give a detailed review or 
description of the construction and make-up of the judicial departments 
of the various States. The courts are so differently arranged both as 
(6 their make-up and jurisdiction that it would be tscless to try to give 
the reader a general description that would accurately cover the ground, 

In all of the States, except, possibly, one or two, the highest judi- 
cial authority of the State is known as the Supreme Court, and unless 
questions are involved which give the United States Courts jurisdiction, 
it is the court of last resort, The Supreme Court is made up,of a chief 
justice and the several associate justices or judges as may be provided 
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for by the laws of the various States, usually from four to six. Gen- 
erally these officers are elected by the people, either from the State at 
large or (in three of the States) as representing certain districts, but 
this is not the case always, as in several States they are chosen by the 
Governor or Legislature. In all of the States the Supreme Court has 
appellate jurisdiction both in law and in equity, and has original juris- 
diction in remedial cases, mandamus, habeas corpus and cases relating 
to the revenue, but there is no trial by jury in this court. 

Various other courts are provided for by the laws of the different 
States, such as appellate courts, circuit or district courts, probate courts, 
county courts, superior courts, municipal courts, courts of justices of the 


‘peace, etc. The jurisdiction of all these courts is, of course, inferior 


to that of the Supreme Court, and varies greatly in the different States. 
Besides these, where there are large cities, various other courts are also 
established to aid in caring for the enormotis amount of judicial work 
that arises from such vast and complex business interests. The various 
courts are also provided with the necessary officials for carrying on the 
judicial business—such as clerks of court, court reporters, bailiffs, etc, 





COUNTY GOVERNMENT 


© far as the principal county offices are concerned, the general 

arrangement and method of handling the public business is 

very mitich the same in all of the States; hut the offices are 

called by different names, and in minor details—such as trans- 

ferring from ove office to another certain minor lines of work 
—there ure a number of points in which the method of county goy- 
ernment in the various States differs. The writer has adopted the - 
names of the principal county offices which are most common in the 
Northern States, as in the Southern and New England States there are 
scarcely any two States in which the names or titles of all the county 
offices are identical. 


AUDITING OFFICE AND CLERK OF THE COUNTY 
BOARD, 


Generally the principal auditing officer of the county is known as 
the “county auditor’ or “county clerk.” In Illinois, Kansas, Missouri, 
Nebraska, Oklahoma, Wisconsin and many other States the office is 
called “county clerk?’ In Indiana, Iowa, Minnesota, North Dakota, 
South Dakota, Ohio and others it is termed “county auditor.” Ina few 
of the Stutes under certain conditions this office is merged with some 
other county office. A notable example of this is in the State of Mich- 
igan, where they have one official, under the simple title of “clerk,” 
who looks after albaut all of the work which in most of the States 
devalyes upon both the county clerk and also clerk of court. In all of 
the States a*bond in a moderate sum is required of the county clerk 
or auditor, and he js paid a salary of from $1,500 to $3,500 per year, 
besides in some States being allowed certain fees, unless it is ina very 
larze and heavily populated county, where the salary paid is of neces- 
sity miuch higher than this amount. No county treasurer or member 
of the county bourd is eligible to Us office. In general terms it may 
be stated 2s 2 rile the asvditer acts as the clerk or secretary of the 
official county bonrd, althoweh in a few of the States the court clerk is 
requires? to lock after this matter. The clerk of the county board keeps 
an accurate cvoord of the leanl!’s proceedings. and carefully preserves 
all document® records, books. maps and papers which may be brought 
lefore the board. or which (he law provides shall be deposited in his 
ofthese. In dhe auditing office un accurate accolint is kept with the county 
treasurer, Generally they We the duplicates of the receipts given by 
the connty treasurer, charging bim with all money paid into the treasury 
and giving credit for all warrants paid, The general plan of paying 
claims against = county is as follows: If the claim is one in which the 
amount due it Axed by law, or is authorized to be fixed by some other 
person or tribunal, the auditor issues a warrant or order which will be 
paid by the treasurer, the certificate upon which it is allowed being duly 
filed. In all other cases the claim must be allowed by the county beard, 
and the chairman or presiding officer issues a warrant or order which 
is attested by the clerk. A complete record of all these cotimly warrants 
or orders is kept, and the accounts of the county treasurer must balance 
therewith. The above in general terms outlines the most important 
braneh of work which the county clerk or coilnty auditor looks after in 
most of the States, but in all af the States the law requires him to look 
after 2 number of other matters, although m these there is no uniform- 
ity between the yarions States. and no gcneral deseription of these 
Binge or additional duties could be given that would apply to all the 

tates. 


COUNTY TREASURER. 


This is an afice which exists in all of the States, and it is one of 
the most important of the various offices necessary in carrying on the 
business of a county. It is an elective office in all of the States, and 
the term of offce is usually cither two or four years, but a very com- 
mon provision in the various States is that after serving for one term 
as county treasurer a party shall be jndligible to the office until the 
intervention of at least one term after the expiration of the term for 
which he was elected. This provision, however, does not exist in all of 
the States, as in some of (heim the county treasurer is eligible for re- 
election for any number of terms, 

The general duties Of the county treasurers throughout the various 
States is very similar. The county treasurer is the principal custodian 
of the funds belonging to the county, It is his duty to receive and 
safely keep the revenues and other public moneys of the county, and 
all funds authorized (6 he paid t6 him, and dishurse the same pursuant 
to law. He is required to keep proper books of accounts, in which he 
must keep a regular, just and trie account of all moneys, revenues and 
funds received by him, stating particularly the time, when, of whom 
and on what fund or account each particular stim was received; and 
also of all moneys, revenues and funds paid ont by him according to 
law, stating particularly the time when, to whom and on what fund 
payment is made from) The books of the county treasurer must 
always be subject to the inspection of the county board, which, at stated 
intervals, examines his booles and makes settlements with him, fn some 
of the States the provisions Of the law relating to county treasurer are 
very strict; some of them provide for a county board of auditors, wht 
are expected, several times a year, to examine the funds, accounts and 
vouchers of the treasury without previous notice to the treasurer; and 
iti some it is provided that this hoard, or the county board, shall desig- 
nate a bank (or banks) in which the treasurer is required to keep the 
county funds deposited—the hanks being required to pay interest on 
daily or monthly balances and give bond to indemnify the county 
against loss. As a general rule the county treasurer is only authorized 
to pay out county finds on warrants or orders issted by the chairman 
of the county board and attested by the clerk, or im certain cases on 
Whrants or orders of the county auditing office. A complete record of 
these warrants or orders 1s kept, and the treasurer's accounts must bal- 
ance therewith. In most of the States the law is very explicit in 
sega how the books and accourits of the county treasurer shall be 

ept. . 


COUNTY RECORDER OR REGISTER CF DEEDS. 


In a few of the States the office of county recorder oy register of 
deeds is merged with some other county office, in cotinties where the 
population falls below a certain amount, A notable example of this is 
found in both the States of Tllinois and Missouri (and there are 
others), where it is merged with the office of circuit clerk in many 
counties. The title of the joint office is “circuit clerk and recorder,” 
and the duties of both offices are looked after by one official, 

The duties of the county recorder or register of deeds are very 
similar io the various States, although im some of the Eastern and 
Southern States the office is called by other thames, The usual name, 
however, is county recorder or register of deeds. In Iilinois, Indiana, 
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Towa, Missouri, Ohio and many other States, it 1s called “county re- 
corder.” In Kansas, Michigan, Minnesota, North Dakota, Wisconsin 
and many more it is called "register of deeds.” In all of the States this 
office is the repository wherein are kept all records relating to deeds, 
mortgages, transiers and contracts affecting lands within the county, It 
is the duty of the recorder or register, 4S soon as practical after the Gl 
ing of any instrument in writing in his office entitled to be recorded, to 
record the same at length, in the order of the time of its reception, in 
books provided by the county for that purpose; and it is his duty to 
endorse on all instruments a certificate of the time when the same was 
filed. All of the ‘States have some of the following provisions concerning 
the duties of the recorder, but these provisions are not common to all at 
the States, viz.: The register orrecorderis not allowed to record an in- 
strument of any kind unless it is duly executed according to lawy he is 
not obliged to record any instrument unless his fees are paid in ad- 
vance; as a rile, it is unlawful for him to record any map, plat or sub- 
division of land situated within any incorporated city, town or village 
until it is approved by the proper officers of the same. In many States 
he is forbidden to enter a deed on the records until it has been endorsed 
“taxes paid” by the proper official; he is required to exhihit, free of 
charge, all records, and allow copies to be made; he is authorized to 
administer oaths and tuke acknowledgments. 


CIRCUIT OR DISTRICT CLERK, OR CLERK OF COURT. 


In nearly all] of the States, each county elects a “clerk of court or 
courts,” sometimes also known as circuit clerk or district clerk, indicat- 
ing the court with which the office is connected. In some of ihe States, 
as has already been stated, the office of clerk of court is merged with 
some other county office. This is the case in Illinois and Muissour, 
where in many counties it is connected with the office of county re- 
corder. In Michigan, one official under the name of “clerk” handles 
the business which usually is given to the clerk of court and county 
clerk or auditor. In Wisconsin, Missouri, Illinois and other States the 
name used is “circuit clerk; in Kansas, Nebraska, Minnesota, North 
Dakota and many others the office is called “clerk of*district court;” 
while in many of the States, including Indiana, Ohio, Lowa, South 
Dakota and others, it jis called simply “clerk” or “clerk of the court or 
courts,” 

The chief duty of this official is to act as clerk of the district or cir- 
cuit court, and sometimes other courts of inferior jurisdiction, It is 
the clerk’s duty to keep the seals and attend the sessions of their respec- 
tive courts, preserve all the files and papers thereof, make, keep and pre- 
serve complete records of all the proceedings and determinations there- 
of, and carry out such other duties as may be required by the rules and 
orders of their respective courts, They must enter of record all judg- 
ments, decrees and orders of the court as soon a5 possible after they 
are rendered; keep all indictments on file as a public record, have 
authority to administer oaths, take acknowledgements; take and certify 
depositions, and are required to exhibit all records free of charge. In 
nearly all the States the law defines the character of the record books 
which the clerk of court must keep. Although there is no settled rule im 
this matter, the general provisions are that he shall keep: First, a gen- 
eral docket or register of actions, in which is entered tle tithe af each 
action in the order in which they are commenced, and a description of 
each paper filed in the cause and-all proceedings therein; second, a 
plaintiff's index and ilefendant’s index; third, a judgment hook and 
execution docket, in which he enters the judgment in each action, time 
of issuing execution, satisfaction, ete., and such other books as the 
colirts or the laws may prescribe. 


SHERIFF. 


In all of the States the office of sheriff is one of the most impor 
fant of the county offices. The term of office varies in different States, 
being usually either hyo of four years, and in Several of the States one 
party cannot held the office a second term consecutively. The general 
provisions outlining the dutves persaming to this offtee are very mach 
alike in the various States and the following resume OF his duties tmy 
be snid to apply to all of the waploués States exdept In & few Miner apd 
ufliimportant details, The sherfi ce charges! with the dety of keep 
and preserving the peace in His County; ve, as has been weltven, “le ik 
the consérvator of Otace,” qual pt is bie duty to keen the Game, suppres 
riots, aftrays, fighting, breacile: OF Uh Qeece AO prevedl come, aod 
may arrest offendurs "in view" and cattse them to be Wrought before 
the proper magistrate: and to de this, or to execute any writ, warrant, 
process, ardler Gr decree, he may call t» his aid when necessary any 
person ar the “power of the county” I[¢ is the duty of (he Sheriff to 
serve and execute within his county, and retom, all yerts, warrants, 
process, orders and Mécrees of every description that may be legally 
directed and delivered to him. He js a cowrt offiper, and it is lis duty 
to. attend, either in person or hy deputy, all courts of recor helel in tis 
county » by virtue of his ofice he has qistady of the jail. Tf is bis duvy 
(o pursue and apprehend felons and persons charged with crime and has 
custody of prisoners. He is not allowed to purchase uny property 
exposed for sale hy him as sheriff. 


COUNTY SUPERINTENDENT OR COMMISSIONER OF 
SCHOOLS. 


This 1s an office which exists uhder one name or another in nearly 
every State in the Union, The title of the office ina great majority nf 
the States 1s “connty superintendent,” but in Michigan, Missouri, Ohio, 
New York, and possibly one or two other States, the office is termed 
“school commissioner,” and in several of the States the laws provide for 
a board of county examiners or school commissioners, who are given 
considerable of the worl that im most of the other States is handled by 
the county stiperintendent. : 

The name of this office implies the duttes which devolye upon i, 
arid they are vety much alike in all of the States. The incumbent of 
this office ts charged with a general supervision over the schools of the 
county, and must be a fitting person as ta eduention and moral charac- 
ter. As a rule it is their duty ta examine and license teachers, hut in a 
few of the States provision is made fora board of examiners. County 
snperintendents are required to visit and inspect the schools at reeular 
intervals, and give such advice and instruction to teachers. as may be 
deemed necessary and proper. They are required to organize and con- 
duct institutes for the instruction of teachers if deemed necessary, and 
encourage teachers’ associations. They introduce to the notice of 
teachers and the people the best modes of instruction, the most 
approved plans of building and yentilating school-houses, ete, stimu- 
late school officers to the prompt and proper discharge of their duties. 
They receive reports from the various school officers, and transmit an 
abstract of these reports to the State Superintendent, adding a report of 
the condition of the schools under their charge. In nearly all the States 
they are forbidden having any interest in the sale of any school furni- 
tiire, apparattis or books used in the schools. In many States they have 
authority to annul a teacher's certificate for proper cause, and in gen- 
eral to take such steps and enforce stitch methods as will elevate and 
make more efficient fhe schools under their control. 


COUNTY, PROSECUTING OR STATE'S ATTORNEY. 


There is .a great difference hetween the various States in the method 
of handling or attending to the legal business relating to county mat- 
ters or growing from county affairs, In many of the States the official who 
attends to this line of workis known as the “county attorney,” in other 
States he is called the State’s attorney or prosecuting or district attor- 
ney. Ina few of the States they divide the State into districts embracing 
i number of counties, and a district attorney is elected in each district, 
who in some cases attends to all the legal work of the various counties, 
and in others he assists the county attorneys in theit most important 
duties and prosecutions. But whatever plan may be followed in the 
vurious States, and whatever title may be given to this office, the genéral 
duties of the office are very much the same throughout all of the States. 
Tt is the duty of the county attorney to commence and prosecute all 





actions, suits, Indictments, and prosecutions, civil and criminal, im any 
court of record in his county in which the “people of the State or 
county” may be concerned; to prosecute all forfeited bonds and recog- 
nizances, and all actions for the recovery of debts, revennes, moneys; 
fines, ete. accruing (0 his county; to commence and prosecute all actions 
and proceedings brought by any county officer in his official capacity; to 
defend all actions and proceedings brought against his county, or 
avainst any county officer in his ofhetal capacity; to give legal opinions 
and advice to the county board or other county officers in relation to 
their official duties; to attend, if possible all preliminary examinations 
of criminals. When requested, he is required to attend sessions of the 
grand jury, examine witnesses in their presence, give legal advice and 
see that proper subpanas and processes are issued} draw up indictments 
and prosecute the same. The county attorney is required, when re- 
quested by the Attorney-General, to appear for the State in cases a 
his county in which the State is interested. The county attorney makes 
an atinual report to his superior State officer of all the criminal cases 
prosecuted by him. 


PROBATE OR COUNTY JUDGE. 


The method of handling probate mattefs"ts not uniform throughout 
the various States. In many States the higher courts are given Juris- 
diction over probate matters, and in others they have created districts in 
which are held probate courts, whose jurisdiction extends over several 
counties and takes in other matters besides purely probate affairs. In 
4 majority of the States, however, particularly the Western and North- 
ern States, they elect a county or a probate judge, who holds court and 
handles the probate matters which arise within his county, The juris- 
diction of these county or probate courts is mot always confined ex- 
clusively to probate affairs, being frequently extended to many other 
matters, and they generally include such matters as apprenticeship 


affairs, adoptions, minors, etc. In some of the States they have both a 


county judge and a probate judge, and in these cases the jurisdiction of 
the latter is confined to such matters. as are in line with probate affairs. 
In Missouri they have a probate judge, and also a county court, com- 
posed of county judges, m whom the corporate powers of the county 
are vested—as the official cotinty board, Im Michigan they lave a 
probate judge and a probate register. The probate judge is generally 
civen original jurisdiction tn all matters of probate, settlement of 
estates of deceased persons, appointment Of guardians and conserva 
tors and settlement of their accounts, They take proof of wills, direct 
the administration of estates, crant and reyolce letters testamentary and 
of administration, appoint and remove guardians, cte, 


COUNTY SURVEYOR. 


This is an office which is common to nearly all of the States. It 
is the duty of the county surveyor to @xeécute any survey which may he 
ordered by any court, or upon application of any individual or eorpora- 
tion, and preserve a record of the surveys made by him, Nearly all of 
the States provide that certain records shall be kept by the courty sur- 
veyor, and provide penalties for his failure to place on record the sur- 
veys made by him. While he is the official county stirveyor, yet the 
surveys made by him are not conclusive, but may be reviewed by any 
competent tribunal, and the correctmess thereof may be disputed. 


COUNTY CORONER. 


This is another county office which exists tn nearly all of the States. 
Tn the average county there is not much work for the cofdner, but in 
the counties in which Targe citiés are located the office 1s a very impor- 
tantone. Tnyeneral terme it may he stated that the coroner fs required 
to hold inquests over the bodes of persons supposed to have met with 
violent or (muatiiral deaths, Ipmost States he has OOWer lo impanel a 
jury te enguire Into the cumse nf death; bot in some of them this is ool 
the vase, and he is giver power ts act alone He can subpeena wit 
nesees: adimmister oaths: in certain tases provide for & decent biirial, 
am! can bind over Lo the proper eourt ane person implicated in the 
Jalling of the deceased. 


OTHER COUNTY OFFICES. 


The cotinty offices tat have already been mentioned are the prin 
cipal onts found in all WF the States There are, however, a few other 
county officials besides those mentioned which exit in many of the 
Stutes, and which should be briefly Mentioned in this counection. These 
aze such Offices as county physictan, county assessor, teinty collector, 
colinty pour commissioner we Sopetintendent af the county poor-hoyse, 
tnaster in Chancery or voltrt commissioner, county examiners, board of 
equalization, board of feylew, ete. The names of these offices imply the 
duties. These offices de not exist in all of the States, bue in nearly 
every State the law provides for one or more of thest county officials. 


COUNTY BOARD. 

The powers of ¢very county as a hody politic arm! corporare are 
vesiod id a county boar This official] county board is generulle 
termed the county “hoard of supervisors,” or “board of commissioners,” 
bit thefe ave some exceptions to this, Ike Missouri, where the county 
bourd 1 known as the “county court” There is considerable difference 
in the take-up of the county board in the Various States. In some it is 
made up of oné member from each township in the county. In uthers 
the counties aré divided into districts, and one member of he county 
bourd 4s chosen from each district. No general deseription of this could 
be given that would be accurate, as some Of the States follow both of 
these plans. For instance, in Illinois some of the counties are governed 
by a board of supervisors, which is made up of one member from each 
township, while other counties in the same State are governed by a 
board of county commissioners, consisting af three or more members, 
each representing districts into which the counties in question are 
civided. ‘ 
_ The general powers of the county board throughout all of the 
States 1s about the same, except in minor details. Tt represents the lee- 
islative and corporate powers of the county. One of their number is 
always chosen as chairman or president, and acts as the presiding ot- 
fcer. The county board has general charge over the affairs af (he 
county. Tf ts their duty to proyide county offices, provide desks. sta- 
lionery, books, fuel, ete. ; examine, investigate and adjust claime against 
the county, and have general care and enstody of all the real and per- 
sonal estate owned by the county. At regular intervals they settle with 
the county treasurer; examine accounts and vouchers, They locate 
county roads; determine the amount of county tax, and regularly pub- 
lish a statement of their proceedings; make statements of receipts 
expenditures, etc.; and make all contracts, and do all other acts in 
relation to the property and concerns of the county necessary to exercise 
+ rai ee powers that are not specifically delegated to other county 
officials. 





TOWNSHIP GOVERNMENT 


HE method of township government throughout the different 

States varies so much that it is impossible in this article to 

treat of if more than In a general way. In many of the States 

the townships are not organized as bodies corporate. and in 

___ other States in some counties they may have township or- 
ganization, while in other counties in the same State it does not exist 
In cases where there is no township organization the law provides that 
certain county officials shall attend to the local work, or that work 
which in other localities as assumed by the township officials But 
even where they have township organization the plan of township cow 
ernment in the different States where it exists differs so wictel; that 
scarcely any two States may be said to be alike, About the only atate- 
ments concerning the organized townships that could be made whicl 
would apply io all the States are the following: Every organized Metta 
slip i its corporate capacity has power to sue and Jie sued: to acquir 
by purchase, gift or devise, and hold property, both real and nErsoneh 
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for the use of its inhabitants, and again to sell and conyey the sane; 
and to make all such Sane as may be necessary in the exercise of 
if of in tows/uap, ; d 
oi Pao eens muy ae he States the township government 15 carried 
on after a plan very similar to the counly and State governments, hitv> 
ings various exccutive officers and a township board in which the cor- 
porate and le dslative powers, of the township are yested. In other 
States they follow a plan which reserves to the people all corporate and 
legisluitive powers, and therefore have no neee for a township board, 
hut have various other township officers to carry out the wishes. atid 
orders of the voters. Where this plan prevails they bold what is gen- 
erally termed “towii meetings,” at which every legal Voter of the town- 
ship has a voice, At these meetings reports are had trom the various 
towiship officials, and the necessary measures are adopted and direc 
tions given for carrying on the township business. 

Still other States combine good features from both of the plane 
aliove mentioned, and besides the other usual township ofhcials they 
niaintain a township board, which is given certain resiricled powers, 
such as those of a review or an auditing board, but they are not vested 
with the complete corporate and legislative powers of the township, this 
beinw reserved ina large measure to the voters, and all questions call- 
ing for the exercise of sueh authority are acted upon at the town mect- 
ings, In many of the States the fest AES, just described is made 
up of three or more of the other township officers, who are ex-officio 
members of the towrship board, and they meet at certain times, per- 
farm the work required of them, atid report to the town meetings, 

The principal officials in township organizations in nearly all the 
States are the following: “Supervisors, or trustees,” “clerk,” “treas- 
urer,” “assessor,” “collector,” “justices of the peace,” “constables,” 
Noverseers, supervisors or commissioners of the highways. arid “pound- 
masters,” althougl as has been stated, many of the States do not have 
all of these officials, 


SCHOOL DISTRICT GOVERNMENT 


HE “common school system,” or, to spenk with greater accu- 

tacy, the method of governing school districts, mi the various 

States, differs widely, yet all follow in a general Way one of 

two separate and «elearly defined methods, being amended in 

minor respects to meet local conditions and ideas. All of these 
methods have their excellerit points, and yet it has been claimed by 
entinent educators that no one of them is free from fault and objection, 
nor has régched perfection. Le will be the aim of this article to briefly 
explain the principal features of the several methods, but it is not pos- 
cible to ga into. detail in the matter of giving the system of school goy- 
érnment that 1 followed in each of the many States of the Union. The 
colistitution and statutes of all the States agree. however, upon several 
points. They aim to provide for a thorough and efficient svstem bi 
free schools, whereby all the children of the States may receive a 
thorough common school education; they provide Usat all lands, moneys 
ind other property donated, granted or received for school, college, 
seminary Or urliversity purposes, and the proceeds thereof, shall be 
faithfully applied to the objects stated; with two or three exceptions 
they provide that no appropriation shall be made or public funds applied 
in aid of any church or sectarian purpose, or to support or stistail) any 
school, academy, seminary, collewe or university controlled or run in 
the interest of any church or for a sectarian purpose; and they pro- 
inhtt the varions schuel offictals from holding any interest in the sale, 
jiroceeds or profite of any book, apparatus or furniture used in the 
schools im which they, as officers, are interested, 

In many of the States they follow what may be termed the “inde 
rant school district” method, inasmuch as each district, so far as its 
corporate poWers are concerned, is entirely separate and independent of 
ether districts Where this plan is followed the botindarles of each dis- 
trict ure clearly defined, and each district ts complete within itself. 
They clot a foll set OF district officials, and exercise their corporate 
powers wn manswe their district affairs within themselves. In this 
plan the corporare powers Of the district ure usually vested in a dis- 
triet hoaril, wlilch tras general charge of the interests of the district, 
hires leachers, and makes such contracts, and earriés into effect such 
riethods as t deemed necessary tO raise the grade or aid in the effi- 
creney Of the schools. The measure of the authority given to these dis- 
trict Doards te not the same in all the States, atid in many States it is 
restricted, anil w@ part of the corporate power is reserved to the people 
themselves, the officials being dels tet 4 in all important matters, to 
carry out the wishes and orders of the people of the district as 
expressed and decided upon at the “district school meetings.” 

Another method which is followed in many of the States may be 
termed the “township system.” In such States the law proyides for the 
OFEAMIZaAnonn wat exch township for school purposes, OF AS one large *dis- 
trict,” and each townslip, 90 far as its educational interest: are con- 
cerned, 15 Organized, has the tectssary officials and becomes a hody 
politic and corperate. As @ general rule, where this method prevails 
the townships are divided into three or more sub-districts, Ali of these 
sub-district’ are a part of the whole, and the finances and general busi- 
ness t& genemily managed by a lowlship board made Up Of representa- 
tives from each sub-district. This board is generally clothed with the 
corporate powers, tures teachers, provides fuel and supplies and makes 
all the contracts necessary to carry Gn the various schools in the town- 
ship, As with independent districts, the powers of thie board are not 
alike itn nll States where the township svstem prevails, for in some 
States theit power is very much restricted, and is limited ta certain off- 
=e inatters, the corporate powers and might to make jmportant contracts 
oa d nen Bee ie Peon Ne decide on these questions at what are 
Rat iether ie ORS AM 1 PEW of the States where they follow 
Ihe bow uship System they Have na official hoard.

Banking and Business Methods. 





RELATIONS BETWEEN A BANK AND ITS CUSTOMERS. 


N business life there is no more complex or iinportant rela- 
I tion than that which exists between the business men gen- 
erally and the banks, and ft should be suarded with jealous 
care, so that both may rétain the full confidence of the other. 
Business development in the United States has progressed with 
Such gigantic strides that it has long since passed the stage where 
it is even possible to carry on business without the agency of banks, 
They are today A necessity in the transaction of nusiness and mak- 
ing exchanges. Tt hus been said, and with a great deal of truth, 
that in the present day the entire and sule object and result of 
business is the transfer*o! erédits on the books af the banking 
houses; and that about the only use to which money is put ts In 
making small change or paying balances, Business, In the most 
feneral and comprehensive sense, is almost wholly carvled on by 
the aid of banks with chi¢cks, drafts and exchange. And it will 
be seen What a very Important part the element of confidence plays 
in business life, when it is remembered that every check or draft 
that changes hands, implies the confidence on the pirt of the party 
receiving and accepting if, that it will be honored at the bank 
when presented. 


OPENING AN ACCOUNT 


HE first step in the matter of becoming a depositor and cus- 

tomer of & bank Is the interview with the banker, elther 

the President, or Cashier, as the case may be, if un- 

known to the bunker it Is necessary for some one who 
is known to identfy and vouch for the applicant as belne hon- 
orable and straightforward, for banks are compelled to be cure- 
ful in this matter as they ‘subsequently must handle all the 
cheeks, drafts and exchanges that the prospective customer em- 
ploys in his business, so that while the business of an honest nan 
is viluible to them and is appreciated, that of « Mishonest man 
is shunned by them as an element of risk and daunger—the same 
to them as (6 #very one else with whom he dents. 

The identification and reference, however, belng sutisfactory 
the prospective customer is given & pass book or decount hook, 
writes llis signature in a book kept for that purpose [s miade 
known to the receiving and paying tellers, makes his first deposit 
and Is then a full fedged customer and depositor of We bank.

DISCOUNTS, LOANS, ETC, 


HE word “Dizcount’ is applied to tmterest when It Is de- 
ducted from the amount at the titné a Inan Is made—in 

other words, Interest that Is pald In advance. It Is the 
general rule of banks In making ‘short time’ loans to cua- 

comers to elve credit for the amount of the loan, less the interest. 
Many business men fall to obtitn the full benefit that & bank 
can give them, through hesitancy or adiffidence in asking for & 
loan; and In many Instances will borrow of a nelehboring busl- 
nea mun and thus, frequently erobarrass lilm, rather than go to 
the Danker, whose business it Is to ina him through such times 
of need, when possible This {s what banks are established for, 
largely, and they are always glad to "get thelr money out and keep 
it out” provided they can be reasonably sure of its return. If an 
applicant is Unable to furnish reasonable security, or is irrespon~ 
sible or unworthy he must necessarily be refused, but in secure 
ing money which he cannot guarantee the return of, whether I¢ 
be from = banker or another businéss man he does an Injustice to 
the interests of business generally, OW EVER, every business man 
in need of financial help, whether his needs be gréat or little, 
should go to the banker first and submit the situation, securities, 
etc., to him, as of all men he is by training the best judge and 
advisor in such matters. He may be compelled to decline to give 
the required ald, but this refusal should mever be taken as 4@ per- 
sonal matter, as it mast be remembered that he has other Inter- 
ests to serve and depositors, stockholders and directors to protect 


before following his own personal desires, 


COLLECTIONS. 


« or other items for collection the customer 

Pa ey BRE back of each the words; “For Collection for 
Account of.” and places his signature below it. WUWpon re- 

celpt of this, the proper officer or clerk of ithe bank, will 

enter the items either in the back of the customers "pass book 
or give a sepnrate receipt as the case may be, When the bank 
receives payment on the items the customer is notified and the 
amount is entered to his credit both on his Pass Book und on the 
books of the bank the same as any other deposit, A bank in re- 
celving paper for collection acts only as the agent of the customer 
and does not assume any responsibility beyond due diligence on its 
part. All banks make collections either In or ont of the city 
where they are located for their customers at very moderate rates. 
These items should always be left at the bank before they become 
due, so as to give the bank time to give an abundant notice to the 
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parties. If the customer desires to make a “sight” or “time draft” 
upon a debtor, upon application the bank will furnish him with 
blank drafts. 


STATEMENTS AND BALANCES. 


FEW words concerning statements and balances will not 
Ax inappropriate in this connection. Every customer of & 
bank should always and without fall, once in each month, 
huye his ‘Pass Book" balanced by the banker: This rule 
should always be observed to correct any error that might occur 
and avoid loss and complications. The amount of deposits is added 
up and a balance is struck by deducting the total amount of the 
customer's checks which the bank has elther pald or “accepted” 
(certified) during the month. The cancelled checks are returned 
to the customer. Uf any error Is discovered it should be reported 
ROLL to the bani so that it may he investigated and rec- 
tified. 7 


NEGOTIABLE PAPER. 


RNOBABLY the grentest factor in the business world of to- 
P day is “Negotiable Paper,” without which It is not prob- 
able that business development could have assumed the 
vast proportions that It has reached In America; and with- 
out which the business of the civilized world cowd not be carried 
on. ‘This term inciudes a variety of instruments, such as promis- 
sory notes, checks, drafts and bills of exchange. The bill of ex- 
change is one of the oldest forms of negotiable paper, and has 
been in use for © number of centuries, The draft and check came 
into use at a much later day, and the promissory note is a com- 
paratively recent Invention, and has very largely taken the place 
of the bill of exchange as it was used in former times, The most 
Important attribute of promissory notes, bills of exchange, and 
other instruments of the same class, which distinguish them from 
all other contracts, Is thelr negotiability. This consists of two en- 
tirely distinct Glements or branches—first, the power of transferring 
the paper from one owner to another, so that the assignee shall 
assume a campleie title, and be able to sue on it; second, the ef- 
fect upon the rights of the parties produced by such a transfer 
when made before maturity, Jn the reculur course of business, for 
a consideration to a purchaser Im good faith, and without notice 
of uny defect or defense, whereby all defenses of the maker (with 
fow exceptions) are cut off, and the holder becomes absolutely 
entitled to racover, 

A written order or promise may be perfectly valld as a con- 
tract: but it will not be negotiable unless certain requisites are 
complied with, The following requisites are Indispensable; It 
must be Wrilten* touet be signed: It must be absolute, not depend- 
ing wpoan any contingeney: it must be 16 pay money in a certain 
amount capable of being certain by computation; the time of pay- 
ment must be eertalIn or such as willl became certain; but when 
no time is expressed the law Iniplies that payinent l= due Inume- 
diately: and Jastliy, the order or promise must be accompaniert by 
words of negotiabiilty—that is, payable ta a certaln payee 4 ‘der

he relensed. If a note ie not dated it will mot defeat It, but will 
be considered as dated when It wan made; but a written date le 
prima facie evidence of thé time of making. When o nete falis 
due on Sunflny, or oa legal boliday, it becomes paynbla the day 
previous, Tf a sum ia written ut longth in the body and also In 
figures wt the corner the written words control it. It destroys the 
negotiability of a note to write tn the body of it any conditions or 
contingencies, <A valuable consideration In not always money, It 
may be elther any galn or advantage to the promisor, or Injury 
sustained by the promisee at the promisor’s request, A previous 
debt, or a fluctuating balance, or a debt due from a third person, 
might be a Salunble consideration. So l4 a morn! considération, If 
founded upon a previous Jegal consideration as, where one promises 
to pay a debt that is barred by limitation or by Infancy, But a merely 
mora) consideration as one founded upen natural love and affeo- 
tion is no legal consideration. No consideration Is sufficient In law 
If it be Nlegeal In its nature, or tf distinetly opposed to public policy. 
If a note is payable at a bani It Is only necessary to have the note 
at the banit at the stipulated time to constitute « sufficient de- 
mand; and if there are no funds there to meet ft, this is suf- 
ficient refusal, 

DAyYs or Grack—In wm ereat many States three “Days of 
Grace,” as they are termed, are allowed on negotlable instrurnents 
beyond the date set for payment. This is not the universal rule, 
however, as the tendency of late years has heen toward doing 
away with this custom, and a number of States have already 

assed laws abolishingethe “Days of Grace." Where the rule Is 
n effect, however, and {t fs not specifically walved In the instru- 
ment the payor is entitled to three days as fully as though it were 
so stipulated, and the holder cannot enforce collection until the 
expiration of three Guys after the date set for payment. 


BILLS OF EXCHANGE. 


HE “bill of exchange” is an open letter or order whereby 
one person requests another to pay a third party (or order 
or bearer) a certain fixed sum of money. They are of two 
kinds, the Inland and Foreign bills, the names of which Im- 

ply the difference between them, Thé three parties to the bill are 
called the Drawer, Drawee and Payee. ‘The bill must be prasented 
to the Drawee and if he agrees to obey the order, he “accepts” the 
Dill by writing the word “accepted” across its face und signs his 
name below it—and thus becomes the “Acceptor.” The Instrument 
ia usually made negotiable and the payee con transfer it to others 
by endorsement, which method of transfer may go on Indefinitely.

CHECKS. 


change,” but there is some slight difference in the liability 

of the parties to it. A check requires no acceptance, as a 

bank is bound to pay the checks of its depositors while 
still In possession of their funds, and the drawer of a check having 
funds on deposit has an action for damage for refusal to honor his 
check, under such circumstances, on the ground of an implied ob- 
ligation to pay checks according to the usual course of business, 
Checks are usually drawn payable immediately, but they may be 
made payable at a future day, and in this case their resemblance 
to a bill of exchange is very close. As stated, a check requires no 
acceptance, so far as payment or liability of the drawer is con- 
cerned, but it creates no obligation against a bank in favor of 
the holder until acceptance. When accepted by the bank the word 
“Accepted is stamped on its fact with the signature of the banker. 
Tt is then said to be certified and thereafter the bank is liable to 
the holder, As soon as the check is “certified'"’ the amount is 
charged against the account of the "drawer’’ the same as if paid, 
and {it is considered paid so far as the “drawer” is concerned. 

The drawer of a check is not a surety in the same sense as is 
the drawer of a bill of exchange, but is the principal debtor like 
the maker of a note. He cannot complain of any delay in the pre- 
sentment, for it is an absolute appropriation to the holder of so 
much money, in the hands of the bank, and there it may He at 
the holder's pleasure, The delay, however, is at the holder's risk, 
and if the bank should fail after he could have got his money the 
loss fs his, If, before he presents the check, the bank pays out 
all the money of the drawer, then he may look to the drawer for 
payment, If the holder of a check transfers it to another he 
has the right to expect that it will be presented for payment with- 
In & reasonable time. He has the right to expect that it will 
elther be presented the next day or started to the polnt on which 
it is drawn, If tt ts held beyond a reasonable time and a loss is 
occasioned thereby, the party responsible for the delay must bear 
the loss. If a bank pays a forged check it is so far its own loss 
that it cannot charge the money to the depositor whose name was 
forged, But {t Is entitled to recover the money from the party 
who presented it. If it pay a check of which the amount has been 
falsely and fraudulently increased, it can charge the drawer only 
with the original amount, provided the drawer himself has not 
caused or facilitated the forgery by carelessly writing it or leaving 
it In sueh hands as to make the forgery or alteration easy. In 
some of the States the Supreme Court has decided in cases where . 
cheoks were “raised’’ that the drawer must bear the loss as they 
had falled to take reasonable precaution to prevent it. Perforat- 
ing and cutting machines are on the market which make it almost 
impossible ta raise or alter the amounts so as to ayoid detection, 
and the tendency of the decisions is to régard the use of these as 
omly a reasonable precaution on the part of check drawers to save 
their bank from trouble and loss, Some, however, adopt the plan 
of writing the amount In red Ink across their signature. 

If fiiany persons, not partmers, join in a deposit they must join 
In a check. If a payee’s name is misspelled or wrong In a check, 
the usual plan Is te enderse it first exactly as it appears and then 
sign the name correctly. 

Thers ts no settléd rule as to how clecks should be drawn, In 
neariy wil the efties it ts an almost invariable rule to make them 
piyabio “to order” so 4s to redulre the endersement of the payee; 
but tn amallér towns many check druwers make them payable ‘to 
hearer” in whieh ease they require no endorsement, and if lost or 
stolen muy chuse lns=—as whoever presents such a check at the 
bank ta entitled 6 ba y¥inent

- ENDORSEMENTS. 


H® signature of umy payee or holder on the back of any 
| check, draft, note. bil of exchange or other negotiable in- 
Strumetnt fis termed his “endorsement.” Jt simply means the 
placing of the name of the holder, or payee, on the back 
of the instrument, thos indicating that, for a consideration, he 
has relinquished his Utle to it, And in the absence of any condi- 
Uldn or qualification expressed in the endorsement, ft tmplies that 
the endorser will see thal the instrument is pald in case it Is not 
taken up by the maker or payor. Where the instrument is made 
payable to “bearer,” as to “Jolin Sims or bearer,’ no endorsement 
is necessary to pass the tille—it passes with delivery und any 
holder may collect or sue upon it the same as if he were the 
payee named therein. Tn a case of this kind if any holder en- 
dorses #he Instrument, the luw is construed strictly against him, 
und, us it was not necessary for him to endorse te pass title, the 
law presumes in the absence of a positive qualification that his en- 
forsement was made for the purpose of Indicating that he would 
pay it if the payor failed to do so. Where several payees are 
named in the instrument it must bear the endorsement of all of 
them to pass the title and make one transfer of it, In this case, 
however, their liablilty as endorsers is Joint, not several, But 
whers two or more holders endorse one after the other in making 
a transfer from one to the other thelr liability is several, not joint, 
Every check, draft, bill of exchange, note or other negotiable 
instrument which ts made payable te a certain “payee or order’ 
must bear the endorsement of the party named, to pass the title, 
and even in cases where they are made payable to “bearer” It is 
generally customary for the party to whom a transfer is made to 
require the person from whom he secures it to place his endorse- 
ment thereon. 

There are several kinds of endorsement which should be men- 
tioned in this connection, The first is the “blank endorsement,” 
or “endorsement in blank,” in making which the payee simply 
places his signature on the back of the Instrument, without condi- 
tion or qualification of any kind. ‘This passes the title to the in- 
strument, and, from that time on, it becomes payable to bearer, 
and the title passes with delivery, until some subsequent holder 
sees fit to limit by making it payable to some other payee, or 
places some other quilification or condition in the endorsement. 
When a negotiable instrument bearing a “blank endorsement" has 
once been put Into circulation, any subsequent holder of it has the 
right to limit or restrict it by writing the conditions over his own 
endorsement, or, by writing over the endorsement of the original 
puyee, words making it payable to himself or some other party, 
“or order,” This point has been decided by the supreme courts 
of several of the States, 

The endorsement may be restricted of qualified In a number of 
wiys. One, which ts called a “full endorsement,” Is very common 
fn the businéss world. Tt is sitnply thea act of the payee named 
making it payable to some other certain payee oY order ‘To do 
this, the endorser writes on the back of the ftnstrument, tte di- 
rections, as: “Puy to John Sims, or order.” and places hts sie 
nature below it. This does not limit his [lability as an en lorser 
but the title to the instrument must thereafter pass throurlh Taha 
Sims, and it must bear his endorsement before it will be pal or 
honored. 
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Another common form of limiting the endorsement is to enable 
the payee (when it is made payable to lis order) to transfer his 
title to the instrument without becoming responsible for its pay- 
ment, and making the party to whom il is transferred assume all 
responsibility concerning payment, To do this the endorser writes 
the words “Without Recourse” over his signature, which has the 
effect of relinquishing his tlle without making him Ilable to the 
holder in case the payor fils to take it up, 

Another method of limiting the endorsement is to make it con- 
ditional, a good fflustration of which is the following: “Pay to 
John Sims or order upon fils delivering ta the Pivst National Bank 
&@ warranty deed to lot 5, block 4, ete...” below which the endorser 
places his signature. De can also miake it payable to “A. B. only,” 
or in equivalent words, in which case "A, FB.” cannot endorse it 
over. 

In fact, the endorser has the power Lo limit his endorsement as 
he sees fit, and either to lessen or increase his lability, such as 
either “waiving notlae of demand,’ making his endevsement 
“reneral and special guaranty of payment” to all future holders, 
etc., but he cannot, by his endorsement, either increase or lessen 
the liability of any other endorser on the instrument. 

An endorser, as a rule, is entitled to insmediate notice in case 
the payor fails to pay. ‘This is the case in neavly all of the United 
States, as it has been a rule of the “law merchant’ for many 
years. A few modifications, however, of the general “law mer- 
chant’ have been made by statute in several of the States, relat- 
ing to negotiable paper, in changing the endorser’s Hability by 
rendering his contract absolute instead of conditional, making no- 
tice unnecessary unless he suffers damage through want of it, or 
requiring a judgment to be first recovered before he can be held. 
In the absence, however, of statutory provisions of this kind, and 
they exist only in a few of the States, it may be said that to hold 
endorsers they must have prompt notice of non-payment, and it 
may be said to be a general rule of the “law merchant” that all 
parties to negotiable paper as endorsers who are entitled to notice 
are discharged by want of notice. The demand, notice and pro- 
eee may be made according to the laws of the place where pay- 
able. 

The term Protest is applied to the official act by an, authorized 
person (usually a Notary Public), whereby he affirms in a formal 
or prescribed manner in writing that a certain will, draft, check 
or other negotiable paper has heen presented for acceptance or 
payment, as the case may be, and been refused, This, and the no- 
tice of the ‘Protest,’ which must be sent to all endorsers and 
parties to the paper is to notify them officially of its fallure, 


GUARANTY. 


“GUARANTOR” is one whe Is bound to another for the 
A fulfillment of a promise, or of an engagement, Made by a 

third party, This kind of contrmct |S very comrnon, Ac- 

cording to the “statute of frauds” {tt must he in writing, 
and unless it is a séaled instrument there must be a consideration 
10 Support it. As a rule it Is not negotiable, so as to be enforced 
by the transferee as if it had been given to him by the guarantor, 
but this depends upon the wording, us, if it contalns all the char- 
acteristics of a note, payable to order or bearer, it will be held 
negotiable. A contract of guaranty Is construed strictly, anu if the 
liability of the principal be materially varied by the act af the 
party guaranteed, without the consent of the guarantor, the guar- 
antor is discharged. The guarantor is also discharzed If the Mabil- 
ity or obilgation is renewed, or extended by law or olherwise, un- 
less he in writing renews the contract, In the cuse of a bank 
incorporaied fer twenty years, which was renewed for ten years 
more without change of officers, the courts held that the original 
sureties could not be held after the first term. 

The guaranty exsn be enfarced even though the nriginal debt 
eannot, as Is the case in becoming surety for the debt of a milner, 
A guarantor who pays the lebt of the principal ts entived to do-

Generally a guarantor may, at any time pas a debt and so, at 
once, have the right to prooeed against the debtor, Where there 
has been fsilure on ithe part of the principal and thé euarantor 
is looked to. lie must have reasonable notice—and notice le deemed 
reasonable if it prevents the guarantor from sufférjng From the 
delay. 

it is, in many cases, difficult to say—and upen It rests the ques- 
tion of legal liability—whether the promise of one to pay for goorls 
delivered t6 another is an oviginal promise. as to pay for one’s 
own goods, in which case it need not he in writing: or 4 promise 
to pay the debt or guranty the promise of him to whem the goods 
are delivered, in which case it must be in writing. The question 
generally resoiyes itself into this: To whom did the seller gelve 
and was authorized to give credit? ‘This is a question of fact and 
not of law. If the books of Wie Seller show that he charged them 
to the party to whom be delivered them, if is almost impossible 
for him to hold the other party for it, but if om the other hand it 
is shown that he regarded the goods as beine 50/4 to the party 
whom it Is desired to hold, but delivered them to another party 
and it Is so shown on his books, it is not regarded as a guaranty, 
but an original or collateral promise, and would make the party 
liable, In general, a guarantor of a bill or note is not entitled to 
such strict and exact notice as an endorser is entitled to, but only 
such notice as shall save him from actual Joss, as he can nor male 
the want of notice his defense unless he can show that it was 
unreasonably withheld and that Ne suffered thereby. There is 
marked difference in the effeet of a guaranty of the “payment,” 
or of the “collection” of a debt. In the first case, the creditor can 
look to the guarantor at any timeé;: in the latter, the creditor must 
exhaust his legal remedies for collecting it, : 


ACCOMMODATION OF PAPER. 


N accommodation bill or note is one for which the acceptor 

A or maker has received no consideration, but has lent his 

name and credit to accommodate the drawer, payee or 

holder. He is bound to all other parties just as completely 

as if there were 2 good considération, for, If this was not the case, 

it would be of no value to the party accommodated, He is not 

allowed to set up want of consideration as a. defense as against any 

holder for value, But he Is not bound to the party whom he thus 
Accommodates, no matter how the instrument may be drawn, 


IDENTIFICATION, 


HE mere act of identifying a party or making him known 

to a banker carries with it no Hability on the part of the 

party who thus performs it, unless it can be shown there 

was fraud or collusion. Customers of banks are frequently 

askéd to identify and make known to their own bankers, strangers 

who desire checks or drafts cashed or other accommodations, In 

some cases a mere introduction is all that is necessary, but only 

because the banker relies upon the honor and integrity of his cus- 

tomer, knowing that an improper person would not be introduced, 

for In a case of this kind the bank assumes all the risk. Generally 

speaking, however, it is an almost invariable rule with bankers, as 

it should be, to require their customer to endorse all drafts or 

checks which are honored for the stranger. In this case the 6n- 

dorser becomes personally liable to the bank if any or all of the 
drafts or checks prove worthless. . 

An endorsement which is frequently made by parties who are 

asked to identify others is to merely indicate that they know the 


party to be the payee named in the check or that the signature 
of the payee or party Is correct, This is done by writing the 
words “Stenature O, I." under the party's name and slening It. 
This las the effect. of guaranteeing that the purty’s name 1s Hs 
written and thot it is his proper signature, Tt does not Buaran~ 
tea that the cheek or drutt is good or will be pad. bul merely as 
expressed, thict the sigmatare is correet and the only Hability ab- 
sumed is that he will pay the amount in case the signature proves 
a forgery. Many banks, however, will not accept papers andorsed 
this way and justly so, for it throws upon them the burden of 


tha vifk. 
RECEIPTS AND RELEASES. 


NY acknowledement that a sum of money has been paid 
KX. is u receipt. A recelpt which reads “tn full" hough ad- 

mitted toaba Strong evidence Is by no means legully conclu 

sive. I! the purty signing it can show an érror or mistake, 
{t will be admitted In his favor. Receipta for toney will be eid 
open to exarnination, and the party holding it must abide tha 1e- 
sults of such examination—the greut aim of the law being to ad- 
minister stvict fustioe, A. receipt may be of different degrees of 
explicitness, as ihe word “Paid” or “Received Payment” written on 
a DIL A “release” igs simply @ form of receipt, but is more bind- 
ing upon the parties, inusmuch as, if properly drawn, under seit, 
for a consideration. 1t Is & complete defense to any action based 
on the debis or claims so released. Herein, releases differ from 
receipts. A release Is In the nature of a written contracr and 
therefore cannot be controlled or contradicted by evidence, unless 
on the ground of fraud. But Uf its words are ambiguous, or may 
have either two or more meanings, evidence is veceivable to de- 
termine the mening. 


INFANTS AND MINORS. 


Hi {nenpacity of wa person to make a valid contract may 

arise from several causes, and the fact of being an Infant, 
or minor, is one of them, ‘The general rule of low may be 

stated as being thet the contract of an infant or minor 

is not alwuys vole, but Is voldable, and In many cases special 
exception is made, giving validity to their contrnete for necessi- 
ries. By being voldable but not yold Im themselves, means that 
the Infant hao the rleht to disavow and annul the contract, elther 
before or within a reasonable time after he reaches hie majority. 
He may do this by Word only, but a mere acknewlodgment that. 
the debt exists Is not enough, and It must be substantially a new

AGENCY. 


WERE are a few well-settled and imporcinr rules of law 
governing the matter of agente and Agency, whith every 
business man sidwuld understand thoroughly. The refation 
ef principal and agent impliee tat the principal nots by 
and through the agent, A principal Is responsible for Ve acts of 
the agent only when be hns actually given full authority ta the 
agent, or when he has by his words, or ile secre, or Dovh, cuosed 
or permitted the person with whatm the agent denis to belleve him 
clothed with this authority. Thle is & point Which ts not alwys 
thoroughly understood, but It Is a wellerttied principle of law. 
There ure Gwo kinds af ugénf#—eneral and special. A general 
agent is one suthorized to represent his principal fin all his busl- 
ness, oY In all his business Of a particular kind, and tie power t# 
limited Wy the usual scope and character of the business he Is 
ampowered to transact. Tf he le given out as the general agent, 
ihe princigal ts bound, even If the agent transcends his actunl ao- 
thority, but does nét go beyond the natural and waual acepe of 
the business. 

On the other hand, a epecin! agen! & one alithorized to do only 
a specific thing, of & few #pocitied thingy, or & specified line of 
werk. If this Special agent exeeeds hla aathority, It map be stated 
os tm almovt invariable rule that the principal te not bound, he- 
cause the party dealing with the agent must Inquire for himxelf 
and at his own perl, into the extent and leita uf the authority 
given tt) Che agent. Especially in thie (he onew where ihe party 
wnew that the afent hed boon of Was aéngogid 16 attenting a 
particular aod specified tine ef work tifnerted with the luslniws 
of the priewleal The party, howeeer le net bound by any apecial 
reservations or limitations made secretiy by the principal of 
which be ad no réazonablé or casy meang of living notice, The 
authority of an agente may be given by the principal, by writing 
or oral, or may be Implied from cértiin aeote, Thus, If a person 
pute his goods Into the custody of another whore businger it is to 
sei such 2uods,. hie avuthorizes the whole world te bellove that thle 
person has them for sale; and any person buying them honestly, 
tn this bellef, would bold them. If one, knowlng tliat another lad 
acted as is acent, doex oot dleavew the authority ne soon ne he 
emvententiy can, but Hes by and permits a person to e¢o and ileal 
with the supposed agvnt, or lose an opportunity of Indemnifying 
himself, this is am adoption and coniirrmation of the sem of the 
agent. 

* principal is bound by he acte Of an agent even after the 
revocation of bik agency, if such revocation bas not been made 
pubtie or if unknown to the purty demiine with the agent, An 
agent oan generally be held personally Uable if he transcend= his 
authority + but this is not the case if the purty with whom he dealt 
knew that wie authority was transvended. 


ORIGIN AND HISTORY OF BANKING. 


N general, banks may be snld to be credit Institutions or 

if dealers in ercedit.. John Jay Knox once said that "ihe ex- 

changes of the modern world are barter, effected by the Indi- 

rect agency of the credit system, und banks and bankers 

are the machinery by which this is done.” Metallic money and Its 

representative, the clrenlating note, are only the small change of 

“Trade” employed in the settlement of balances and smell purchases 

and payments. This fact ts Illustrated by the operations of the New 

York clearing house. The exchanges have been about 800,000 mil- 

lions of dollars during the past thirty years, while the balanves paid 

in money have only been dbout 36,000 millions, or about 4 per vent, 
of the amotint of the settlements. 

It has always been claimed that the business of banking orle- 
inated with the Venetlan money changers Who displayed thelr wares 
and moneys on the streets and thus supplied those In need of 
chunge. According to the most eminent authorities the earliest 
banking institution in Europe was the Bank of Venice, which wee 
founded In 1172, ond was based upon a forced loan of the govern- 
ment. Funds deposited In It could be transferred to others on the 
books of the bank at the pleasure of the wwner, but they could not 
be withdrwon. The perpetual annuities of the British debt are 
handied in 8. very similir manner at the present day. The Bank of 
Venice was continued until 1797. In 140], the Bank of Turcelona 
was formed, Ata period much earlier thangphis, the Jewish nioneay- 
dealers had invented what wos known as ‘“forelen bills of ex- 
change,” but It is sald that this bank was the first Inetitution that 
made # business of negotiating and handling them. The Banie of 
Genoa. commenced operation in 1407 and fdr eenturles was one of 
the principal banks of Europe. It was the first to Issue circulating 
rg ean were passed only by endorsement, not being payable 
o beurer, 

The Bank of Hamburg, established in 1619, was a bank of both 
deposit and circulation based on fine silver bars, ‘This bank, like 
nearly all of that early time, had, as a principal object, the protec 
tion of the people from worn, sweated, clipped and plugged coins, or 
coins of certain empires that were reduced in standard value. ‘The 
remedy generally adopted was to lock up the debased and depre« 
ciated coins and circulate the aredit granted for them, Various 
other banks sprang into existence throughout Europe, many of them 
being powerful government agencies, and in many cases exerted a 
wide influence in shaping the destinies of empires. 

In 164 the Bank of England was estiublished, and there is no 
banking institution in the world equal to it In the management of 
national fnances. The Bank of Mrance was authorized in 1800, It 
is not a fiscal agent of the government as is that of Hneland. It

These clroulating notes are re- 
colvable at par In the United States In all payments except for du- 
ties On imoports, interest.on the public debt and In redempUon of the 
nation] currency. The Natlonal banks are reqolred to keep a cer- 
tuln reserve; they ure muthorized to loin money at the rate of tn- 
terest nllowéd In the various s#tuteswhen no rate ts xed by the 
laws of the State, the banks may charge 7 per cent. Shareholders 
ore held individually Mable, equably and ratubly, for all debts of the 
association to the extent of the amount of their stock, In addition to 
the umount Invested therein.

A sult may be 
brought for forfeiture of the charter of o bank If the directors shall 
knowlnely violate the laws and In sach coses they may be held 
jiatle In thetr Individun!] capacity, There are other restrictions in 
the law—such as, for instances, the prohibition against loaning to 
any One borrower of more then ten per cent, of the capital; or the 
holding of any rea) estate except such as in required for banking 
purponés, or the grunting of loans upon the security of the bank 
stock. 

The national bank circulation has been gradually growing less 
during the pet ten yeurs, as the United States bonds available are 
quoted so high above par and the rate of Interest s6 low that there 
in but lithe profit to the banks tn it. All of the States have laws 
reguiting Rtate banks and providing certaln restrictions, but as 
the lnws of the yarlous Stutes are not alike It Is Inipoesible to elive 
& general description of the matter that would apply to all the 
States. The laws, however, provide for and require State banks to 
hold a certain reserve, and at regular Intervals they make full 
statements om to thelr condition and thelr affairs are examined Into 
by certain Btale Officials 41 frequent Intervals, The laws of all the 
Statee® lave reoauhed « Weh degree of perfection In the methad of

CLEARING HOUSE. 


HE Clesaring-Hokow le the place where the exchanges of the 
the banks tre wiade in all the principal cities of the worl. 
The clearing-hovwre system was first established In London 
about the beginning of toe prexent century. It was first In- 
troduced Into this country by tbe hanks of the city of New York 
(weraniting an daxejctlation under the name of the New York Clear- 
ine-Tinues which commenced aperitions Oct. 11, 1853. At that time 
it comaleted of fifty-tro banks, but fre of them were soon closed 
because of Inability to meet its reguirements, Clearlne Houses have 
ines been established tn nearly all of the principal cities of the 
evnotinet 
In oll clilee wa Gank recelres large amounts of bills and checks 
on Ottter Danks, go that at the close of each day’s business every 
tank has, in ite drawers, Yerious sums thus due it by other banks. 
Tt le, In Ike manner, itself the debtor of other banks, which have 
during the day réceived ils bills and checks drawn upon it. Prior 
to the estnblishment of the clearing house it was necessary for 
each bank, avery Morning, to make wp its account with every other 
bank. and to send Its porter or agent to present the bilis and checks 
so received to thew debtor bunks for payment. The balances were 
adjieted by payments In gold, which becume so laborious, danger- 


ous AHO Complicated that the balances were settled only weekly [n- 


stend of dnily—na plat that resulted in great risk and evil. ‘This 
was obviated ty the elearing-house system, through which the set- 
tlements are 86 Ssimultineousiy and quickly effected that in New 
York the transactions In one single day hare amounted ta over 
$300,000,000, In adjusting which the exchonges were eertied in the 
space of an hour. Besidés sating a wist amount of work, book- 
keeping and expense. If enabled the btanke ber wnited aid t0 
strengthen gach other in times af excitement and financial panic, 

The following ts the manner in which the sehtements are made 
in about all the clearing-bouses of this conntiry: The elearing-reom 
is provided with m continuous Ine of desice, one for each hank that 
i= &2 Member of the assovintion, each desk beartne the name and 
nuttiber of the bank. Tach bank fs represented every morning, at 
the jour tixed for settlement, by two clerks, ane a essenger who 
brings with him the cheeks, drafts, ete. that bis bunk bas received 
during the day previous upon the other banks—called the ‘‘ex- 
changes,” and these are assorted for enol bank and placed tn en- 
velopes, On the outside of énch envelope ts a slip on which are 
sted the amounts of the various items which it confalns. The mes- 
sSengers take (helr places in a ine outside the row of desks, each op- 
posite the desk assigned to his bank, whife at earth Mesk is a clerk 
With » sheer containing the names Of all the banks in the same 
order as the desks, with the aggreente amounts which his bank's 
Messenger has agninst each bank, Just previous to the hour fixed 
for mnaking the excliangvs the manager takes his nosition and calls 
the louse to order, At m sienal the bell rings and ench messenger 
moves forward to the desk next to his own and delivers the en- 
velope containing the cheeks, efc., for the hank represented at that 
desic in the clerk ot that desk, torether with a printed list of the 
banks in the game orfer, with the amount opposite each bank. The 
clerk recelving it signs and returns It to the messenger, who im- 
mediately passes on to the next desk; then to the next, and so on 
until he has made a complete circult and has again reached the 
desk of his own bank—the starting point. All the other messen- 
sers moving in the same manner, each messenger has, by this 
means, visited every bank and delivered to each everything his bank 
held for it. tuking a receipt for’ the aAame; and at the same time 
each bank has received all the exchanges that every ather bank had 
against if, This operation, even In the greatest clearing-houses, 
only consumes from ten to fifteen minutes. 

This enables the banks to know at once the exact balance for or 
against it, as the clerks immedlately enter from the slips on their 
own sheets the aggregate amount from each bank, and the differ- 
ence hetween the total amount brought by them, which at once 
Shows the balance due to or from the clearing house to each bank. 

This Is reported to thelr banks, and the balance is paid to or 
drawn from the clearing house, thus at once settling the accounts 
between all the banks, The lists are “proved” carefully and certain 
fines are laid for all errors, tardiness, etc,
